We collected crash data at intersections and midblock locations on the Venice Boulevard Great Street 
for a five-year period before the project was completed, and for one year after. We found that crashes 
are below average at 10 of the 15 intersections in the corridor and have been reduced. Intersections 
such as Centinela Avenue and Grand View Avenue, which received left-turn upgrades, also 
experienced significant reductions in collisions. We will apply these same upgrades to Wade St to 
address an increasing number of left-turn collisions. There have been no serious injury or fatal collisions 
across all modes of travel since the project was installed.

Angeles sewer easement within existing private properties. After construction, the project will complete a 
continuous bike facility of approximately 3.45 miles of Class I Bike Path, with an adjacent pedestrian pathway 
between the Culver City, City of Los Angeles and the city of Santa Monica. All but this segment of this project has 
been completed as of March of 2016.

Project is In Design Phase, where this phase is anticipated to be completed by October 2018.

The project will be acquiring necessary ROW, where the process of acquisition is anticipated to start at 
September 2017, after the 30 percent completion of the Design Phase. It is anticipated that at least 7 properties 
will be affected, though additional ROW purchase may be needed dependent upon the design configuration. 
Project anticipates that the cost of ROW acquisition to be substantially beyond the current grant allocation. The 
City is actively securing funding to meet the shortfall and is confident to meet this goal by August 2019. 


Is the project financially viable and fully funded? If no, explain how the project will be delivered in a timely 
manner should extension be granted: 

The Design Phase is on track to meet the completion date of October 2018. The revised project’s construction 
costs resulted in significant funding shortfall. However, all the stakeholders (LADOT, BOE, City Council, the 
Mayor’s Office and the Metro) involved are confident and in the process of securing necessary funding for the 
shortfall before the anticipated start of construction phase, currently set at August 2019. 

Reason(s) for delay, if any and how remedy: 

The unforeseen need for additional ROW, resulted in lengthy legal litigation, which severely delayed the funding’s 
originally scheduled time lines. Litigation has been settled with the 7 properties affected by the alignment, allowing 
City of LA to proceed with design phase.

It is a pleasure to write to you to hopefully address a problem I’m trying to solve. My husband our four year 
old son, and I just moved to Mar Vista from West L.A.; and unfortunately we underestimated the traffic on 
Palms Blvd. The beautiful house we bought is perfect in every way except for being on Palms Blvd. 

The particular issue is with a three-way stop sign where Barry Ave meets Palms Blvd. The stop sign on Barry 
where cars turn onto Palms makes perfect sense, since Barry is a minor road meeting Palms, which is a major 
road. But for there to be a stop sign on Palms as well is perplexing. The stop sign on Palms is only a block 
and a half away from a stop light (Palms and McLaughlin); and it causes unnecessary extra smog and noise 
pollution, as a lot of cars screech at the stop sign and rev up their engine to get ready to climb the hill ahead. 

Goinq west from McLaughlin to Centinela, first there is Federal with a stop sign; but there's none on Palms 
Blvd. Then there's Barry Ave, which is the promblem. After Barry, there is Lawler St with a stop sign, but there 
is none on Palms Blvd. Then there is Inglewood Blvd, and there is a four way stop sign there (both Inglewood 
and Palms) - but that's a major intersection. Next is Mountain View Ave, which has a stop sign; but there is 
none on Palms where Mountain View meets Palms. Then there is the major intersection of Grand View Blvd 
and Palms Blvd with stop signs on both. Then comes Ocean View Ave with a stop sign, where Palms doesn t 
have one. And lastly we get to Centinela. So as you can see, every time we have a three way where a street 
meets Palms there is a stop sign on that minor road, but there is none on Palms except for at Barry Ave. And 
this stop sign’is only a block and a half away from a stop light which the vehicles have to slow down for any 

way. 

I propose getting rid of the stop sign on both directions on Palms Blvd, where Barry Ave and Palms Blvd meet. 
This would help lesson the smog and noice pollution.

Welcome to the September issue of Mike Bonin's Neighborhoods First Newsletter! 

IN THIS ISSUE: Bridge housing for homeless veterans is coming to the local VA 
campus.... Neighbors have a chance to shape the long-range future of development in 
their communities... the much-anticipated Palisades Village opens... The city approves new 
regulations for dockless scooters... Regulations for short-term rentals move forward (sort 
of)... Mike honors neighborhood leaders at block parties and neighborhood festivals... City 
crews fix potholes, install new crosswalks, clean medians, and more... and Mike continues 
to bring City Hall to our neighborhoods through pop-up office hours and living room 
meetings... But first, a quick chat with two Playa del Rey residents working passionately to 
reduce plastic pollution on our beaches, one straw at a time. 

You can find out more about Mike, meet your CD11 staff and see the latest videos and 
updates from the Westside on our website at wwwJtthdMnctcom . And remember to like 
Mike's Facebook page to see the latest news about your neighborhood. 
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dedicated progressive activists and proud Westsiders, Max Goldberg and Julia Posin are 
taking action to reduce the plastics pollution in our ecosystem. We asked Max and Julia 
some questions about their work. 

Q: How long have you lived in 
Playa del Rey? What do you like 
most about living here? 

A: I purchased my home in Playa 
Del Rey in 2016, after previously 
living in Mar Vista (elsewhere in 
Councilmember Bonin's district). I 
love so much about Playa, it's a 
wonderful cross-section of the very 
best parts of the Westside. The 
energy here simultaneously feels 
vibrant because of the nearby 
Silicon Beach tech scene and LMU 
campus, while still feeling like a time 
machine took me 40 years backward 
due to the lack of major new 
development in the Playa Del Rey 
community. And seemingly all of the 
food here is amazing — if you 
haven't been to Playa Provisions on 
Culver Blvd, you're missing out on 
one of the gems of the Los Angeles lounge scene. 

Q: Tell me about Steel Straw and your most recent clean up initiative? 

A: Julia and I started SteelStraw.com after we were both extremely frustrated by restaurants 
automatically putting a disposable plastic straw in our drinks without us asking for one, 
only for it to be thrown away (without even being used!) to eventually pollute our beloved 
ocean. We love our beaches, and couldn't stand participating in their pollution problem. 

Julia has a long trajectory of activism work in the environmental space, and I've worked in 
digital advertising for over a decade, and together we saw an opportunity to get a reusable 
alternative to plastic straws into the hands of people who want to "be the change". 

Most recently, we teamed up with Pacific Palisades Democratic Club and Heal The Ba y to co¬ 
lead a clean up of Will Rogers State Beach. We helped recruit forty high schoolers from 
Palisades Charter High School to learn about our massive pollution problem, and make a 
difference in their own backyard. In just two hours, we removed and cataloged thousands 
of pieces of styrofoam, microplastics, plastic straws, cigarette butts, and more, and 
hopefully contributed to inspiring the kids towards a lifetime of public service and 
environmentalism. 



Q: How can neighbors get involved with Steel Straw initiatives? 


A: The first and most important thing is telling waitstaff and bartenders to not give you a 
plastic straw if you don't want one because it's the simplest way to make a difference right 
now. A great next step is to use metal straws like the gift sets we sell on SteelStraw.com, 
which come in a reusable bag which you can keep in your car or purse - it's a simple way 
to demonstrate to people that you understand that our oceans should be pristine, and not 
polluted with single use plastics. And perhaps most importantly, you should vocally support 
legislation to ban single use plastics like Councilmember Bonin has done by endorsing 
Assembly Bill 1884, which would limit the use of plastic straws in some California 
restaurants, which Governor Jerry Brown finally signed into law this week! 

Q: What was it about plastics pollution that made you want to take action? 

A: My partner and I believe plastics pollution is an environmental justice issue. We know 
that pollution in water supplies — from Standing Rock, to the BP Oil Spill, to New Orleans' 
"Cancer Alley" — directly impacts low-income communities and communities of color the 
hardest. This is why we must shift away from the disposable economy powered by fossil 
fuels, and into the green economy. We must use the momentum we're experiencing with 
single use plastic straws to create opportunities for everyone to succeed, while recognizing 
that there is no such thing as garbage - just resources out of place.

Earlier this month, Caruso Affiliated unveiled the eagerly anticipated revitalized downtown 
of Pacific Palisades, officially known as Palisades Village, comprised of more than 40 
boutiques and eateries, including a movie theater, an ice cream store, and 20 women- 
owned businesses. 

Rick Caruso and his team spent countless hours working with neighbors, hosting more 
than 100 community meetings and going door-to-door to create the kind of downtown that 
the Palisades community has long desired. Mike says the project enjoyed more community 
support than any other project he has ever seen, anywhere in the 11th District. 





Mike and Mayor Eric Garcetti joined Rick Caruso, Honorary Mayors Billy and Janice Crystal, 
hundreds of Pacific Palisades neighbors, the Pa c i fic Palisades Chamber of Commerce , the 
Palisade s Business Im prov e ment Dis trict, the Pacific Palisades Comm unity Coun cil and more at the 
September 22 ribbon cutting. 



A new safety improvement will make a key thoroughfare in Playa Vista safer for families 
and young children. 


The Los An g eles Department of Transportation recently implemented a "rest-in-red" signal at 
Bluff Creek Drive and Playa Vista Drive. A "rest-in-red" traffic signal uses motion detection, 
in conjunction with traffic signal changes, to reduce the speed of traffic on corridors 
frequented by pedestrians. On Bluff Creek Drive, the signal at Playa Vista Elementary 
"rests" in red, while a motion sensor detects approaching vehicles. If the vehicle is 
speeding, the traffic signal will remain red and the vehicle must stop before the light turns 
green. If the vehicle is not speeding, then the light will turn from red to green, and allow 
the vehicle to continue. 

Drivers, pedestrians, cyclists, and students all share the road on Bluff Creek Drive when 
traveling to and from Plava Vista Elementary School and Playa Vista Sports Par k, and Mike is 
happy to work with neighbors to make the street safer for everyone. 





41st Annual Jungle Cleanup 








For more than four decades, the neighbors of "the Jungle" neighborhood in lower Playa del 
Rey have come together to tidy up their neighborhood with annual "Jungle Clean Up" 
events. Mike was happy to attend the 41st annual event, which always turns into a great 
neighborhood party — and this year had a special spirit of celebration after the recent 
community victory over the Legado project (see last month's newsletter for more 
information about that big community victory). 

In addition to joining neighbors for the cleanup and celebration, Mike was humbled and 
surprised that Friends of the Jungle presented him and his staff with a beautiful token of 
appreciation for our work on behalf of the neighborhood.

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Bridge Housing Coming to the VA Campus Near Brentwood 



Temporary bridge housing at the West Los Angeles VA campus in Brentwood will soon offer 
homeless veterans a safe and dignified place to reside while awaiting permanent housing, 
thanks to a groundbreaking partnership between the City of Los Angeles, the County of Los 
Angeles, and the Department of Veterans Affairs . 

The bridge housing facility, the first such facility to open on the Westside as part of Mayor 
Eric Garcetti’s “A Brid g e Home" program, will provide transitional housing beds for up to 100 
homeless veterans, including laundry facilities, personal hygiene centers, 24-hour security 
and supportive services. The county and the city will jointly pay for construction of the 
facility, and the Department of Veterans Affairs will offer on-site case management and 
supportive services. 

The facility is scheduled to open in early 2019, and will provide housing for homeless 
veterans while the VA builds out its Draft Master Plan, which calls for 1200 units of 
permanent supportive housing there. The bridge housing site is internal to the VA campus, 
near existing buildings and services, and will not be visible from the exterior of the 
campus. 


Federal Court Issues Major Ruling Affecting How Cities Can Address 
Homelessness 





The first temporary bridge housing facility in Mayor Eric Garcetti's Bridge Home initiative is 
open! 


Mike was excited to join his colleague Jose Huizar and Ma yor Garcetti at El Pueblo on 
September 5 for the grand opening of a temporary housing facility that will offer people in 
the area near Union Station in downtown Los Angeles an alternative to sleeping on the 
street. Temporary housing like this is an important first step in getting people off the 
streets, out of encampments, and on the road to housing. Mike is very happy to see the 
Mayor's initiative move forward.

In a decision that applies to all of California and beyond, a federal appeals court ruled 
unanimously in September that cities cannot prohibit sleeping on public property unless 
adequate shelter is available. Significantly, this applies everywhere in California - not just 
in Los Angeles. 


Providing housing and shelter is the only way to end the horrible crisis and perpetuating 
cycle of homelessness. To comply with this ruling, the only way to serve the interests of 
neighborhoods is to offer housing and shelter for people currently living on the street.

Safe Parki ng LA provides an orderly and safe place for people living in their vehicles to stay 
overnight, connecting them to services and housing — instead of creating de facto 
vehicular encampments in our neighborhoods. Westchester will be the third CD11 
neighborhood to step up and provide Safe Parking, following the VA campus in Brentwood, 
as well as West LA, where the West LA Sawtelle Nei g hborhood Council endorsed Safe Parking 
at Mike's West LA office.

Mike and Ma yor Eric Garcetti will host a community town hall at Westminster Elementary 
School (1010 Abbot Kinney Blvd) from 6-8pm on October 17 to discuss their proposal to build 
temporary bridge housing that can help get homeless people off the streets of Venice. 


The event will be moderated by Alex Cohen, an acclaimed journalist and new morning 
anchor and host of "Inside the Issues with Alex Cohen" on Spectrum.

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After a long and detailed debate, Mike and his colleagues unanimously approved a series of 
rules for on one year-pilot program for dockless bikes and scooters in Los Angeles. 


The set of comprehensive and enforceable rules strike a balance between allowing dockless 
vehicles as a convenient, zero-emission form of short-trip transportation and holding 
dockless companies and users accountable for bad behavior. The rules also require 
companies share their data with the City, so we can continue to craft smart regulations, 
and require the companies to develop equity plans and offer their services in 
disadvantaged communities.

The Los An g eles Department of Transportation is restoring some of the DASH shuttle service 
that got cut during the economic downturn a few years ago, and Mike is seizing that 
opportunity to give residents in part of the district a chance to pilot for "micro transit." The 
concept, which would experiment with providing on-demand neighborhood shuttle service 
in the Mar Vista, Del Rey and Venice area, ultimately linking those communities to the 
Expo Line, could be in place as soon as next year. LADOT is also recommending adding a 
spur to the its Commuter Express service, linking Playa Vista to Line 437, which runs from 
Marina del Rey, over Culver Boulevard, and ultimately to downtown Los Angeles. 



Big news for transit on the Westside - Metro has received federal approval for the Purple 
Line extension that will bring the subway west of the 405. 


Metro is extending the Purple Line heavy rail subway nearly nine miles westward in three 
sections. Phases one and two are already under construction and expected to open in 2023 
and 2025, respectively. Phase three is expected to cost $1.3 billion and will extend the 
subway 2.6 miles from Century City to Westwood and the V.A. Hospital. 

Metro CEO Phil Washington acknowledged Metro Board Chair County Supervisor Sheila 
Kuehl and L.A. Mayor Eric Garcetti for their actions to secure the federal approval. He also 
emphasized that the federal letter means that Purple Line construction is on track to be 
completed in time to serve people attending the 2028 Olympic Games,

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Landmark Clean Energy Legislation Approved 


There was fantastic news for the environment in California this month, as Governor Brown 
signed SB100 into law, charting a course toward a clean energy future in the golden state. 


S B 100 was sponsored by State Senator Kevin de Leon, and sets a target of generating 100 
percent of California's electricity from carbon-free sources by 2045. Eliminating the carbon 
pollution we emit to power our state is a tremendous step toward minimizing the damage 
climate change will do to our neighborhoods. 


The state law comes after Los Angeles unanimously approved legislation Mike and his 
colleague Paul Krekorian co-authored to chart a pathway to 100% clean energy in Los 
Angeles. The Department of Water and Power is currently working with experts and neighbors 
to create our roadmap to completely clean energy. 


We are racing to 100%, and thanks to the grassroots activists and environmental 
champions throughout the state who made SB100 possible, California is leading the way. 





More than 500 volunteers pitched in to reduce the amount of litter and debris on our 
beaches on September 20, as Heal the Ba y and other environmental groups hosted annual 
coastal cleanup day events. Volunteers combed through Westside beaches, picking up any 
trash or unwelcome items left by beach-goers or washed ashore after being improperly 
disposed of in storm drains and sent into the Santa Monica Bay. In total, volunteers 
collected 53,721 cigarette butts, 94,839 plastic pieces, 43,004 foam pieces, 23,387 bottle 
Caps, 11,164 straws, 5948 pieces of glass, and 3964 beverage bottles for a combined total 
of 74,525.72 pounds of trash. 

Thank you to all who volunteered to keep our beaches clean, fun and safe for all to enjoy. 


Renters Gain Access to Solar Power in LA 



Los Angeles renters will finally have access to sustainable solar power, thanks the first 
solar program for Los Angeles renters approved in September. On September 25, the 
LADWP Board of Commissioners voted to adopt a new Shared Solar program that will 
increase solar access for low-income communities. 

Shared Solar will roll out in January and feature 10 megawatts of solar panels on LADWP 
and LA City-owned buildings. The panels will be installed by IBEW Local 18’s Utility Pre-Craft 
Trainee OJPCT j ap prentices and serve 13,000 ratepayers. Solar installations are also 
expected to include electric vehicle chargers and battery storage. 


Environmental advocates fought for the program to offer a special low-income rate, 
pending federal and state grants. All participants will have a portion of their bill set at a 







fixed rate, ensuring savings over time as LADWP's rates continue to rise. When paired with 
energy efficiency programs, participants can save even more. 


Mike is incredibly excited that this innovative program will provide the economic benefits of 
solar energy to thousands of renters and low-income ratepayers while also creating living 
wage jobs. Thank you to the Los Ana eles Alliance for a New Economy for your tireless 
advocacy that got this done for our neighborhoods! 




We're finally getting close to Los Angeles having smart, sensible and enforceable rules for 
short-term rentals - but not without some curveballs. 


This month, the City Plann ing Commission voted to allow short-term rentals in units 
protected by rent control. The action flew in the face of Council direction, and would create 
an enormous loophole that would continue the ugly trend of landlords finding ways to evict 
good tenants from affordable units so that they can rake in more money from lucrative 
short-term rentals. The Planning Department's draft ordinance had already ignored some 
of the Council's directions, and CPC compounded the problem. When this issue comes back 
to Council in a few weeks, Mike will be working with his colleagues to reverse these 
changes and ensure that when short-term rental regulations are finally adopted, they will 
allow genuine home-sharing while protecting rental housing that could be lost to rogue 
hotels.

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Better Managing Transportation at LAX 





Better planning and coordination can reduce traffic at LAX and in our nearby 
neighborhoods — and Mike is pushing the airport to take the lead in making that happen. 


The next few years will see a major shift in the way we get to LAX. This month, Mike 
formally requested LAX develop a strategy and create an entity — called a "Transportation 
Management Organization (TMO)" - focused on reducing traffic around the airport. 


The main goal of TMO is to reduce car trips and incentivize other means of 
transportation,including public transit, carpooling, vanpooling, bicycling, and walking. 
Currently the airport operates a rideshare service serving about 700 individuals. With 
50,000 employees working in and around LAX, the TMO is an opportunity to increase 
employee use of public and alternative transportation. That can make a huge difference 
efforts to reduce traffic, improve air quality, and create public transit options. 


TMOs have been successful in reducing traffic at the University of CaJifornia at Los Angeles, 
as well as in neighborhoods near Century City, and Mike hopes that a TMO at LAX will help 
make it easier for travelers, as well as neighbors in Westchester and Playa del Rey.

Fur Ban Approved by Council 










Los Angeles is stepping up to end animal cruelty. On September 18, the Council 
unanimously approved a motion directing the City Attorney to draft a policy that would 
prohibit the manufacture and sale of fur products in the City of Los Angeles. If adopted, 
the ban will take effect two years after it is signed into law, and would include the ban of 
selling apparel that includes fur. This is a huge step for Los Angeles to stop the inhumane 
treatment of animals, and Mike was proud to support the grassroots activists who made 
this important progress possible.

• MVCC At-Large Director Opening 

The Mar Vista Community Council (MVCC) has an open seat on its board for 
an At-Large Director. The position will be filled at the MVCC Board of 
Directors meeting on October 9, 2018, in accordance with Article V . Section 6 
of our by-laws. The term will last until June 2019, at which time the next 





election will be held for all sitting MVCC Directors. 


If you are interested in joining the board, please read some of what is req uired 
of a Board Member of a Ne ig hborhood Council , posted on the LA City 
Department of Neighborhood Empowerment website (DONE). And here's an 
article describing what Nei g hborhood Councils are all about . 

It's a lot to read, but is all very important to know. 

Please understand that these are volunteer positions, as are all the Board 
positions, and that there's a significant time commitment expected from all 
Board members on the MVCC. We hold a monthly Board meeting that lasts 
from 1-4 hours, including set up and clean up. And there's prep time for those 
meetings as well. 

In addition Board members are expected to Co-Chair at least one monthly 
committee meeting, and generally participate in the running of the organization. 
Many of us put in 10-20 hours per week; some spend more time than that. 
Everyone is required to stay current with City of Los Angeles trainings for 
elected officials. 

Still interested? These are the criteria for the position of At-Large Director: 

• Candidates must certify in writing that they are Stakeholders of the MVCC 
in accordance with these Bylaws and Election Procedures approved by 
the City as follows: 

• The "At-Large" Director candidates must be a Stakeholder who lives, 
works, or owns property within the stated boundaries of the Council; 

• Candidates must follow these Bylaws, approved Election Procedures, and 
MVCC Standing Rules D. Candidates must be eighteen (18) years of age 
or older.

Mar Vista Traffic Problems and Possible Resolutions 


Issue: afternoon rush hour traffic {4:00 — 7:00 pm Mon-Fri} at Palms & McLaughlin and surrounding 
neighborhoods 

Reason: the obvious, complicated by GPS apps like WAZE available on cell phones 

Impacting: parallel neighborhoods to McLaughlin; north to National, west to Inglewood, east to Federal 
and Mar Vista Elementary School 

Resulting: in cars blowing through stop signs, cars running lights at Palms & McLaughlin, speeding 
through neighborhoods, blocking intersections, using surface street lanes to reach alley ways. In some 
instances, cars are using both lanes of a neighborhood street to more quickly access an alley. 

Effects: Health, safety, crime for over 2000 constituents/citizens (estimated) and reducing property 
value 


This situation is only getting worse as the city's traffic grows and commuters look for quicker routes in 
the evening. The last 3-4 years have been unbearable, increasingly dangerous and extremely unhealthy 
for these neighborhoods with respect to car emissions and noise. Traffic accidents in the area have 
increased. 

These major thoroughfares and traffic flow need to be "redesigned" to meet the current condition now 
and meeting the needs of the area in the future. 

Getting traffic out of the surrounding neighborhoods is long overdue. The Westdale/Trousdale section 
of Mar Vista needs the same attention other areas have received in the city. 


Below are some possible solutions. 



Signage : 


"Stop", "Speed Limit", "Do Not Enter", "One Way", "Local Traffic Only" signs: on select intersections 
and roads, where and if applicable and logical. 

The surrounding neighborhoods could use numerous "No left turn, 4:00 -7:00 pm, Mon — Fri". 
Effectiveness: not much unless there is some occasion enforcement either by DOT or LAPD. Just 
enough to let drivers know they could be ticketed, once a month for an hour. 


Slowing Traffic - Speed Humps/Bumps: (multiple streets) 

This is imperative near the school and foolish that it has not been implemented. 

Realizing this is a city budget issue; discussion should be initiated on allowing those most impacted 
to seek remedies. 

Example: rubber mounds as used on Airport Avenue south of Santa Monica Airport, west of 
Centinela 

Effect: health and safety for the neighborhoods as a possible deterrent for drivers 


Traffic Signals: 

The traffic lights at Palms & McLaughlin need the following: 

New "left" turn signal lights, southbound for traffic turning east on to Palms 
Re-programming the traffic lights from 4:00-7:00pm, Mon - Fri. to a "3-way traffic light", 
o East/west traffic on Palms would be 30 seconds, 
o Northbound traffic on McLaughlin would be 30 seconds 
o Southbound traffic on McLaughlin would be 35 seconds. 

Make the existing left turn lane an arrow lane 4:00-7:00pm, Mon - Fri 

Make the number two lane both a left turn and thru lane only from 4:00-7:00 on weekdays. 

Make southbound McLaughlin "no parking 4:00-7:00 weekdays" between Indianapolis and 
Woodbine, thus creating two-southbound lanes 

Impact: 

o will significantly reduce the local neighborhood cut thru traffic (health/safety) 
o will significantly reduce backed up traffic on McLaughlin sometimes to Indianapolis/Federal 
and beyond (health) 

- Costs: signage, re-designed southbound traffic light pole, arrow lights instead of round r/y/g light, 
and re-programming the intersection for this time period 



Temporary Road Blockage: 

Obviously this is extremely controversial, logistically a nightmare and perhaps not possible at all in some 
areas. 

However, I'm exploring an idea that may resolve some of this. 


A Bold Move: 

This probably requires government approval (ordinance, law?); allow Parking Enforcement to issue 
tickets during rush hour for blocking intersections or violating "no turn" signs. 

It could be a trial program in one area (say Mar Vista) to determine its viability. 

However, despite the uphill struggle to initiate this concept; the additional revenue it could generate for 
the city could be millions of dollars (if instituted citywide).

Section 6 
of our b y-laws . The term will last until June 2019, at which time the next 
election will be held for all sitting MVCC Directors. 

If you are interested in joining the board, please read some of what is req uired 
of a Board Member of a Nei g hborhood Council , posted on the LA City 
Department of Neighborhood Empowerment website (DONE). And here's an 
article describing what Nei g hborhood Councils are all about . 

It's a lot to read, but is all very important to know. 

Please understand that these are volunteer positions, as are all the Board 
positions, and that there's a significant time commitment expected from all 
Board members on the MVCC. We hold a monthly Board meeting that lasts 
from 1-4 hours, including set up and clean up. And there's prep time for those 
meetings as well. 

In addition Board members are expected to Co-Chair at least one monthly 
committee meeting, and generally participate in the running of the organization. 
Many of us put in 10-20 hours per week; some spend more time than that. 
Everyone is required to stay current with City of Los Angeles trainings for 
elected officials. 

Still interested? These are the criteria for the position of At-Large Director: 

• Candidates must certify in writing that they are Stakeholders of the MVCC 
in accordance with these Bylaws and Election Procedures approved by 
the City as follows: 

• The "At-Large" Director candidates must be a Stakeholder who lives, 
works, or owns property within the stated boundaries of the Council; 

• Candidates must follow these Bylaws, approved Election Procedures, and 
MVCC Standing Rules D. Candidates must be eighteen (18) years of age 
or older. 

If you would like to apply for the position, a statement of candidacy must 
be submitted by Saturday, October 6th, 2018 at 9pm. Email your statement 
to the Chair, via elliot.hanna @ marvista.or a or Chair @ marvista.or g. All 
statements will be included with the supplemental materials packet 
accompanying the October 9, 2018 agenda for the monthly MVCC Board of 
Directors Meeting. 

Candidates are encouraged to make a statement at the meeting on October 9, 
2018 in support of their candidacy. After that, the Chair shall appoint one 
candidate and the Board will vote whether to support the appointment.

New "Scramble" Crosswalk Installed in Venice 






The intersection of Pacific Avenue and Washington Boulevard now features an innovative 
new crosswalk that will improve safety for pedestrians. This cool "scramble" crosswalk 
allows pedestrians to cross the street simultaneously from all four directions (or 
diagonally) while the signal lights are red for motorists. The crosswalk design increases 
safety for those walking or riding their bikes, and makes it easier for people to get to the 
great shops and restaurants on Washington Boulevard near the beach. This is the second 
scramble crosswalk in Venice (there is another popular scramble at Pacific Avenue and 
Windward) and one of more than a dozen throughout Los Angeles. 


Re V Neighbors Triumph Over Legado 







Residents of Playa del Rey are celebrating a long-fought victory in a battle to prevent a 
luxury housing development that would have taken some precious public right-of-way. 
With the community's strong backing, Mike persuaded the City Council to unanimously 
reject the Legado project in downtown Playa del Rey. 


The developer had demanded city land to expand his property and build more luxury 
housing in the neighborhood, despite the proposed project being designed to be much 
larger than allowed by local land use plans. Mike stood with the community, and worked 
with neighbors to deny the project. The land could be used better for public benefit to 
increase beach parking, enhance coastal access and improve the community, Mike argued 
not to increase profits. Mike was proud to stand with thousands of neighbors, 
environmentalists and coastal advocates, the Neig hborhood Council of Westchest^r/Pia ya, 
the LAX Coastal Chamber of Comrnerce and many others in defeating this project. 

Stopping Scoffiaw Roadwork on Sunset Boulevard 







Mike stepped in this week to prevent what could have been a disastrous worsening of the 
alreadv bad traffic on Sunset Boulevard near the 405 Freeway - halting unnecessary work 
that would have shut down lanes for 10 weeks! 


Brentwood neighborhoods need improved, higher capacity electrical infrastructure and 
when one of the local schools on Sunset Boulevard was doing some work on their campus 
the Los Angeles Department of Water and Power advised them to proceed in a way that ' 
would have dug up part of Sunset - forcing traffic lanes to be blocked off and creating a 
traffic disaster on an already crowded corridor. The school didn't want to do it. Neighbors 
didn t want them to do it. Mike definitely didn't want them to do it. So, Mike called a 
meeting with all the relevant agencies and got them to put their heads together and come 
up with a better plan. Thankfully, they did.

In addition to safe parking, the neighborhood supported permanent 
supportive housing at Bundy & Missouri, will see both affordable and homeless housing at 
the Martin Expo Town Center, hosts the emergency winter shelter program at the West LA 
Armory and has been a strong voice for housing and services for homeless veterans at the 
VA campus.

Expanding Hygienic Services on the Westside 



People living on the street will soon have increased access to essential hygienic services 
like showers and restrooms, thanks to a recent vote by the County of Los An g eles Board of 
Supervisors, to expand a mobile shower program throughout LA. 


Offering people access to hygienic services like restrooms and showers not only provides a 
measure of dignity for people living on the street, but it helps keep neighborhoods clean by 
creating an alternative to using sidewalks or alleys as toilets. Mike has worked to bring 
Lava Mae and Pit Stop - both organizations that offer restrooms or showers to people 
experiencing homelessness - to Venice, and he recently won approval for some restrooms 
at Venice Beach to stay open 24-hours a day. 


As we continue working to deliver solutions to homelessness throughout LA, programs like 
this are part of an essential "street strategy" that can alleviate the impact encampments 
have on neighborhoods as longer-term solutions become available. Mike sincerely 
appreciates the partnership of County Su pervisors like Shei la Kiifthi, who led the effort to 
expand these needed services throughout Los Angeles. 



Mike's work to reduce traffic on Sunset took a major step forward this month, as the 
Councilmember announced the latest effort in his "Sunset Traffic Solutions" initiative. It's 
called dynamic ramp metering, which is a fancy way of saying we're going to synchronize 
traffic from Sunset to the 405. 

Common sense would dictate that's how it's done now - but it's not. Under the current 
system, the 405, managed by Caltrans, and Sunset, managed by LADOT, are like two 
magnets pushing against each other - LADOT is trying to push as many cars onto the 405 
as fast as possible, and Caltrans is pushing back to regulate the flow of the 405. It's a 
prescription for gridlock around the on-ramp. 


After a lot of time and effort, Mike and his team secured funding to do things differently. 
With dynamic ramp metering, the two systems will use technology to talk with one 
another, resulting in a smoother flow of traffic. It won't work miracles - after all this 
problem has been getting worse for decades - but it will help, and Mike is determined to 
explore anything and everything to tackle this problem. Now that funding is in place, 
transportation officials are designing the new system, and should start phasing it in next 
summer, with full implementation to follow.

Regulations for Dockless Scooters and Bikes Near Final Vote 





The rules to guide the use of the dockless scooters and bikes are nearing adoption, with 
the City Council set to vote as soon as next week on the proposed regulations. 


Dockless bikes and scooters can be a convenient zero-emission alternative to adding more 
cars to the road for short trips around the neighborhood, but only if they are regulated by 
smart, comprehensive and enforceable rules. 


Over the past few months, the council's Transportation Committee - which Mike chairs - 
and the Public Works Committee have both debated and voted to approve draft regulations 
for dockless bike and scooter companies that would allow them to operate responsibly in 
LA neighborhoods. As the regulations have been developed, Mike has been clear about the 
need to make these new devices work for our neighborhoods by imposing strong 
requirements to address concerns regarding riding on sidewalks, unsafe parking, lack of 
user education and the need for outreach to local stakeholders.

NextGen Bus Study Seeks Your Input 


It has been 25 years since significant changes were made to the Metro Bus system. In 
response to changing travel patterns and public demand, Metro is in the midst of 
restructuring and reimagining its bus system via the NextGen Bus Stud y. 


The agency is asking neighbors for their opinions on what the bus system should look like. 
As part of the public outreach effort, Metro is asking you to try the NextGen en gagement tnni 
This engagement tool offers the opportunity for the user to virtually prioritize bus service 
budget, choose trade-offs and identify frequent destinations on a movable map. 





The tool is available until Oct. 2. Draft service plans are scheduled to be released next 

spring and summer with implementation beginning late 2019 and continuing in winter 
2020. 
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Roi«idup Ruling Confirms Concerns About Use of Herbicide in City Parks 


Last month, a major court ruling found that the chemical giant Monsanto (maker of 
"Roundup," an herbicide that uses a controversial and possibly cancer-causing chemical 
called glyphosate) would be held liable for its product causing cancer in a groundskeeper 
who used Roundup. Roundup has been a source of controversy and concern for years, and 
Mike took action in 2016 to successfully urge the city to stop using the potentially 
dangerous chemical near city playgrounds and dog parks. With this recent court ruling 
making clear that the continued use of Roundup is not safe, Mike will continue working 
with his colleagues to explore alternatives that would allow the city to stop using the 
product entirely. Read more about the Roundup decision here . 



Banning Styrofoam from' Californians Parks 


Mike Supports Statewide Styrofoam Ban Legislation 



The continued use of Styrofoam food packaging is a threat to our environment. Used 
Styrofoam cannot be recycled or composted, and once used, it often makes its way into 
the ecosystem, where it can harm animals and pollute our water. State Senator Ben Allp-n is 
taking a step toward addressing the threat posed by Styrofoam, authoring Senate Bill 
1335, that would require all food service packaging provided at state parks, beaches and 
other facilities to be reusable, recyclable or compostable by 2021. The legislation is a good 
step in the right direction, and in August, Mike joined his colleague Paul Koretz in authoring 
a resolution that would make the City of Los Angeles formally in support of Senator Allen's 
legislation. 




Local NPR affiliate KCRW examined the issues created by short-term rentals in Los Angeles 
this month, focusing specifically on what Mike has called the poster child for "bad short¬ 
term rentals" - the Ellison Suites in Venice. The KCRW report, which aired on " Press Pla v", 
highlights why we so urgently need common-sense short-term rental regulations that allow 
people to rent out their primary residence, but also creates a simple and enforceable 


system to stop rogue hotel owners from gutting affordable housing supply in LA by renting 
apartments as short-term rentals. 


The City Council approved an outline of regulations that would create this badly-needed 
system to protect affordable housing from short-term rentals earlier this year. Now, the 
final ordinance establishing regulations needs to navigate the legislative process before the 
regulations are formally adopted. The ordinance will be considered by the City Planning 
Commission next month and the City Council after that.

Bike Medics to Help Address Emergencies at LAX 



Los Angeles World Airports and the Los Ang eles Fire Department announced this month that 
they were expanding the coverage of paramedics on bicycles at LAX. Since the bike medic 
pilot program debut in October 2017, bike medics have responded to more than 1,900 
calls for emergency services and have been instrumental in saving nearly a dozen lives. 

Not only are the bike medics able to respond quickly because they can rapidly navigate the 
central terminal area when it is congested, but using bike medics for medical emergencies 
that do not require patient transportation helps ensure that ambulances are freed up to 
respond to other serious emergencies. 


Thanks to the expansion, bike medics will now be present at LAX seven days a week for 19 
hours a day, with an additional computer-aided dispatch system to better respond to 
emergencies.

Jessie Holzer gave me your names to let me know that you would be the main points of contact for matters relating to Speed 
Humps in CD11. (Please let me know if I'm mistaken. 

I wanted to give you the short briefing on the program. 

We got out twice annually for open applications (Feb and Sep) of each year. 

The 1st Cycle ("Cycle 1") was in Feb 2017 and of that round we build 3 humps (although we were only required to build 2 per 
CD per Council directive). They were for 
Marco PI: Maplewood Av to Beethoven St. 

Garfield Av: Lincoln to Grandview Av. 

Woodlawn Av: Grandview Av to Abbot Kinney Bl. 

We started construction in Oct 2017 and finished all cit ywide by Dec 2017 and built these 3 already. 

Of that list, you had many others that could not be served, so we moved them to a "Next Round" list. Of those, I just finished 
reviewing and I would like to recommending humps at 
Cabrillo Bl (Rose Av to Palms Bl) submitted by Ronit Davidyan 
Greenwood Av (Palms Bl to Appleton Wy) submitted by Peter Czer 
Colonial Av (McCune Av to Venice Bl) submitted by Lee Thomas 
but VOTING HAS NOT BEGUN YET AND THOSE "NEXT ROUND" ABOVE MUST GET 67°/o YES vote to go forward with 
construction, in Spring 2018. 

The 2nd Cycle ("Cycle 2") was opened in Sep 2017 and of that round we will collect data in Jan/Feb 2018 and I will review and 
rank by May 2018 for an announcement in the summer so that we can go to Step 3 and build before Summer 2018 is over, so 
there is NO list or ranking yet for these locations, but HERE is a link to a Google map that lets you view those requests. 

Last but not least, as you may or may not know, we will open up applications again on Feb 15 2018 at 8:00 a.m. And we 
will go through the same timeline as above (similar to Feb 2017) so announcements in come in Fall 2018, construction 
completion by December 2018. 

Hope this is all clear. Let me know if you Wish a meeting, etc. I will periodically blind copy you on notices to residents. Let 
me know if you wish to be more involved in the process or if you have any questions.

Joan, 

I agree with you that people are just using them for joy riding and aren’t respectful of property owners, residents, 
and the actually mode of transit. And it really is unfortunate for those of us who actually want to use them correctly. 
However, I think that will fade away as the cool factor rubs off. I would encourage you to focus on things that the 
City can do today like: 

- better enforcement of existing laws (LAPD should pull over people not wearing helmets or riding two people on a 
scooter), 

- random citations in problem areas (Santa Monica does this on the pier), 

- negotiating with the companies (like Santa Monica did) to get a portion of proceeds to use for things like 
designated docking areas at transit stations, more bike lanes, and an education campaign about proper usage, 

- limiting the number of scooters in an area (and fine the company for over saturation), 

- parking citations of scooters (get parking enforcement to record the bike number and cite the company). 

You could generate a lot of revenue for the city and do something visible today if you direct City Departments to 
actually do something about and address immediate concerns while still plan for the future, without an outright 
ban. 

And, speaking honestly (because we are all friends!), I don’t see the Councilmember moving to ban cars because 
people are being injured and killed by them every day (especially seniors and families), people are driving them 
unsafely and parking them everywhere (including the middle of sidewalks, peoples lawns, driveways, store fronts, 
etc.), and they are causing liability for the public and the city. Oh, and pollution from vehicles creates greenhouse 
gas emissions and dirty air that can lead to cancer, asthma, and early death. We have just gotten used to the 
automobile dominating and have enforcement mechanisms (parking, reckless driving, seatbelt, texting, talking, 
and other citations). 

Let’s enforce the laws for motorists, cyclists, and scooter riders consistently and I guarantee that joyriding will drop 
dramatically because no one wants to deal with a moving violation that could cost hundreds of dollars and put a 
point on their driving record for a $2 ride on a scooter.

Councilman Koretz's motion is all about a temporary ban while the city comes up with policy similar 
to Santa Monica. There are people like you and your wife who obey the laws already on the books 
but unfortunately, there are too few of you respecting these laws and the public right of way. When 
seniors and families are afraid to walk on the sidewalks because they don't want to be hit by a 
scooter, have to jump out of the way when one comes by, kids are using parent's credit cards to 
rent, there are two people on a scooter, no helmet and I can go on, something is terribly wrong. 
There should have been regulations and policy already put into place before these scooters were 
even released to the public. We agree, this is a wonderful alternative mode of transportation and 
will close the gap at the first and last mile for many however, until we can get a hold of them, they 
have become dangerous and a liability for the public and the city. We also need to explore a 
structure where these scooters are rented and returned maybe, similar to the Metro bikes. People 
are leaving them everywhere, middle of the sidewalks, peoples lawns, driveways, store fronts, etc. 
With all that said, I do know at T Committee in a couple of weeks the discussions on the regulations 
and policy for these scooters will continue and we do look forward to a speedy resolution.

Paul, 

I hope you are doing well. I want to thank you and your staff for coming up with a reasonable 
compromise on the Expo Line Transit Neighborhood Plan. I will continue to advocate for more 
opportunities to build housing, particularly affordable housing, near transit and I am encouraged 
that you understand that this is critical for climate change and the future resiliency of our city. 

I am writing to encourage you to come to a compromise on your motion to temporarily ban 
dockless and motorized bicycles and scooters. I would actively oppose an outright ban because 
these modes of mobility have helped our family in just the short month that electric scooters have 
come to Palms. The first time I used it, I was caught on the Big Blue Bus behind the Presidential 
motorcade on National Boulevard. Frustrated and late for dinner with the family, I got off the bus, 
found the nearest scooter and got home in time to sit down to dinner with them. Since then, I 
started using it regularly to get home from the Expo Line Station, cutting down the first/last mile 
time by 10 minutes. If you have ever walked up the hill at Overland Ave, you would understand 
why riding an electric scooter makes a big difference. 

My wife is now using scooters to commute home from her new job at your alma mater, Hamilton 
High School. Without these options, we would have to consider buying a new car or ride sharing 
which, while clearly a better option than buying a new car and commuting in a single-passenger 
vehicle, still causes pollution and congestion. 

I would note that my wife and I always wear helmets, never ride double, and obey traffic signals 
and laws. 

I recognize that we are not currently the majority of scooter riders but please consider that we are 
making CD5 less carbon intense, more walkable/bikeable, and reducing traffic. Instead of banning 
these new modes of mobility, I ask that you consider implementing a pilot program, similar to the 
approach currently underway in Santa Monica where the City limits the number of permitted 
companies, sets strict guidelines, collects data, and encourage best practices to see what works 
(and what doesn’t). I am working with a coalition of transportation advocacy organizations to 
develop a set of principles for such pilot programs so that we balance safety with mobility and 
reduction of carbon emissions.

The Metro Board of Directors, at its meeting on May 24, 2018, authorized the Phase 3 
Expansion of the Metro Bike Share program which includes the communities of Palms, 

ar Vista Del Rey, Playa del Rey and Playa Vista, located within Los Angeles City 
Council Districts 11 and 5. 6 ' 

The station siting process includes collaboration between Metro, the Council Districts 
the Los Angeles Department of Transportation and technical expert consultants Bicycle 
Transit Systems and Toole Design Group. In the past a regression analysis was 
performed that indicated a strong correlation between actual Metro Bike Share station 
performance and the number of likes received during crowdsourcing exercises. For this 
reason Metro and the station siting team wish to release a crowdsourcing map to gamer 
public opinion on potential station locations throughout the Phase 3 Expansion 
communities, to determine which locations will best serve local residents. The potential 
station locations that will be included in the crowdsourcing map were carefully chosen by 
access and convenience, station spacing, safety considerations, examining a previously 
released Countywide crowdsourcing map, land use and destination patterns traditionally 
favorable to high bike share usage, discussions with the Council Districts, and a Bike 
Share Suitability Index developed by the consulting firm Fehr & Peers. 

Metro plans to release the online crowdsourcing map to the public on June 25, 2018 and 
allow comments and likes from the public through July 31, 2018. Availability of the map 
will he noticed to the public via social media channels of related parties, media 
notification, and Metro's internal media outlet The Source. Upon completion of the 
crowdsourcing exercise Metro’s consultant team will develop a heat map, graphical 
representation of areas most favored by the community for station placement, and these 
areas will be considered as we proceed with the station siting process.

1 wanted to give you the short briefing on the program. 

We got out twice annually for open applications (Feb and Sep) of each year. 

The 1st Cycle ("Cycle 1") was in Feb 2017 and of that round we build 3 humps (although we were only required to build 

2 per CD per Council directive). They were for 
Marco PI: Maplewood Av to Beethoven St. 

Garfield Av: Lincoln to Grandview Av. 

Woodlawn Av: Grandview Av to Abbot Kinney Bl. 

We started construction in Oct 2017 and finished all dtvwide by Dec 2017 and built these 3 already. 

Of that list, you had many others that could not be served, so we moved them to a "Next Round" list. Of those, I just 
finished reviewing and I would like to recommending humps at 
Cabrillo Bl (Rose Av to Palms Bl) submitted by Ronit Davidyan 
Greenwood Av (Palms Bl to Appleton Wy) submitted by Peter Czer 
Colonial Av (McCune Av to Venice Bl) submitted by Lee Thomas 
but VOTING HAS NOT BEGUN YET AND THOSE "NEXT ROUND" ABOVE MUST GET 67% YES vote to go forward 
with construction, in Spring 2018. 

The 2nd Cycle ("Cycle 2") was opened in Sep 2017 and of that round we will collect data in Jan/Feb 2018 and I will 
review and rank by May 2018 for an announcement in the summer so that we can go to Step 3 and build before Summer 








2018 is over, so there is NO list or ranking yet for these locations, but HERE is a link to a Google map that lets you 
view those requests. 

Last but not least, as you may or may not know, we will open up applications again on Feb 15 2018 at 8:00 a.m. And

On Thursday 3/15 at 5PM I took this photo from a back window of a mini-van on the way to an 
Open House at Grandview Elementary. 

I've lived in my apartment building on Beethoven north of Palms for 20 years. Beethoven has 
always been a north/south corridor 

with traffic flowing one direction north in the morning and south in the evening during rush hours. In 
the past there has been little traffic on Palms making it possible for residence to use this east/west 
street to get to their destination in a mostly direct route. 

Since the Road Diet, in addition to the usual directional rush hour traffic on Beethoven, Palms 
Bivd is bumper to bumper both 

directions because motorist—are avoiding Venice Bivd and using other east/west streets. Traffic 
has not been reduced-it's now 

just showing up in other places. Almost every car at 5pm was one person per car. We were about 
the only exception with 4 adults 

and 2 kids on the way to 2 different elementary school Open Houses. 

You can ask any hydrologist at the DWP—water (and motorist) will take the path of least 
resistance. Now there are phone apps that 

will guide motorists on a circuitous route through small residential streets in order to get them to 
their destination 2 minutes sooner. 

The motorists in this photo have been using Palms Bivd. for months now and bring increased 
pollution into the living rooms of residential homes. Didn't we just fight Santa Monica to close their 
airport because of the pollution and noise in our residential neighborhoods! These drivers in the 
that photo are habitual cut-through motorists and will not return to Venice Bivd and will continue 
to infiltrate small residential streets until they can see green lines on their phone apps that Venice 
Bivd is drive-able once again. 

The way for this to happen is to make Venice Bivd. the path of lease resistance, take the pressure 
off the small neighborhood street and make the "Hidden" (Not Protected) bike path visible again 
and bring back Venice Bivd. to it's full flowing capacity.

Hi Nat, 

It was nice meeting you and all the LADOT staff. I hope the concerns of the residence have been heard. 

I have a suggestion to relieve some of the traffic congestion on Centinela at Venice Blvd. "No 
Parking during Rush Hours" 

—In the morning from 7am to 10am on Centinela Ave. from the T intersetion of Matteson Ave 
(Centinela Feed and Pet Supplies) northbound to Venice Blvd. In front of the Coffee Connection. 

—In the afternoon from 3pm to 6pm on Centinela Ave. from T intersection McCune Ave 
southbound to Venice Blvd. 

This would free up those parking lanes for traffic during rush hours and enable people who 
wish to turn right to not have to wait in a long line and back up traffic even further. 

That said, all of these costly incremental patchwork of changes are not addressing the real 
issue. That is—it’s just driving more and more traffic onto the side streets and now they are 
feeling the brunt of the "experiment" on Venice Blvd. There are at least four schools off Venice 
Blvd. and parents with kids and groceries are not going to ride bikes. I hope the DOT really 
listened to the concerns you heard from the people who live here. Regrettably I have to deal 
with this mess on Venice almost daily as I get my mail there. I use to be a regular customer at 
Dick's hardware on Venice. They have a small parking lot in the back that's difficult to back out 
of and so I use to park on the street and load my car with supplies. With bikes now riding 
between the curb and cars I have no place to put my supplies while I load my trunk. So I don't go 
there anymore and I told them why—they have other customers they've lost because of that. I 
now use Lincoln Hardware even though it's further and out of my way. Other businesses are 
dying a slow death. 

The road diet with its "hidden" (Not protected!) bike lanes has had a domino effect of unintended 
consequences. 

What is the end date of this one year pilot project?

Regarding your questions about street furniture, there is no approved list of products outside of my Programs' shelters, 
kiosks, APTs, and ad-based bus benches and/or LADOT's bike racks. Technically, such products are supposed to be 
reviewed, vetted, and accepted by BOE's Design Standards and Investigations Group. That being said, because of the 
variety of products out there and the inconsistent engineering standards applied to their design and fabrication, the 
City/BOE has generally reviewed proposals on a case by case basis. The only real requirement that I'm aware of is that 
the furniture needs to be secured/bolted down to the sidewalk strata, they need to be ADA compliant in their installation 
and clearances for peds, and their installation methodologies need to meet AASHTO requirements for installing fixed 
elements within a highway/street dedication. The draft street furniture placement guidelines is still an internal BSS 
document and actually needs to be updated to dove-tail with BOE's Brown Book relative to the standard sidewalk 
width/Pedestrian Access Route (60" min. vs. the 48" min. shown on that draft detail). Other set back distances from 
building ingress/egress points or appurtenances such as fire safety equipment or storefront windows, utility boxes, 
driveways, street intersections, alleys, etcetera should be reviewed and adjusted as required in accordance with adopted 
AASHTO guidelines, ADA-PROWAG requirements, State PUC requirements (for rail crossings), Municipal Code 
requirements like 62.200, and adopted City Department policies. 

In general BOE is responsible for reviewing/vetting street furniture installations; BSS reviews landscape (planting) and 
irrigation components of permit proposals as those elements have a direct impact on our landscape maintenance 
operations. Our contractors that provide transit furniture (shelters, kiosks, etc) are required to obtain A/B permits through 






BOE for each and every installation they perform so from that perspective; the transit furniture Programs that I manage 
are consistent with established protocols that designate BOE as the agency responsible for reviewing/vetting proposed 
street furniture installations.

On Thursday 3/15 at 5PM I took this photo from a back window of a mini-van on the way to an 
Open House at Grandview Elementary. 

I ve lived in my apartment building on Beethoven north of Palms for 20 years. Beethoven has 
always been a north/south corridor 

with traffic flowing one direction north in the morning and south in the evening during rush hours. In 
the past there has been little traffic on Palms making it possible for residence to use this east/west 
street to get to their destination in a mostly direct route. 

Since the Road Diet, in addition to the usual directional rush hour traffic on Beethoven, Palms 
Blvd is bumper to bumper both 

directions because motorist-are avoiding Venice Blvd and using other east/west streets. Traffic 
has not been reduced-it's now 

just showing up in other places. Almost every car at 5pm was one person per car. We were about 
the only exception with 4 adults 

and 2 kids on the way to 2 different elementary school Open Houses. 

You can ask any hydrologist at the DWP—water (and motorist) will take the path of least 
resistance. Now there are phone apps that 

will guide motorists on a circuitous route through small residential streets in order to get them to 
their destination 2 minutes sooner. 

The motorists in this photo have been using Palms Blvd. for months now and bring increased 
pollution into the living rooms of residential homes. Didn't we just fight Santa Monica to close their 
airport because of the pollution and noise in our residential neighborhoods! These drivers in the 
that photo are habitual cut-through motorists and will not return to Venice Blvd and will continue 
to infiltrate small residential streets until they can see green lines on their phone apps that Venice 
Blvd is drive-able once again. 

The way for this to happen is to make Venice Blvd. the path of lease resistance, take the pressure 
off the small neighborhood street and make the "Hidden" (Not Protected) bike path visible again 
and bring back Venice Blvd. to it's full flowing capacity.

It was nice meeting you and all the LADOT staff. I hope the concerns of the residence have been heard. 

I have a suggestion to relieve some of the traffic congestion on Centinela at Venice Blvd. "No 
| Parking during Rush Hours" 

—In the morning from 7am to 10am on Centinela Ave. from the 'T' intersetion of Matteson Ave 
(Centinela Feed and Pet Supplies) northbound to Venice Blvd. In front of the Coffee Connection. 

—In the afternoon from 3pm to 6pm on Centinela Ave. from T intersection McCune Ave 
southbound to Venice Blvd. 

This would free up those parking lanes for traffic during rush hours and enable people who 
wish to turn right to not have to wait in a long line and back up traffic even further. 

That said, all of these costly incremental patchwork of changes are not addressing the real 
issue. That is—it's just driving more and more traffic onto the side streets and now they are 
feeling the brunt of the "experiment" on Venice Blvd. There are at least four schools off Venice 
Blvd. and parents with kids and groceries are not going to ride bikes. I hope the DOT really 
listened to the concerns you heard from the people who live here. Regrettably I have to deal 
with this mess on Venice almost daily as I get my mail there. I use to be a regular customer at 
Dick's hardware on Venice. They have a small parking lot in the back that's difficult to back out 
of and so I use to park on the street and load my car with supplies. With bikes now riding 
between the curb and cars I have no place to put my supplies while I load my trunk. So I don't go 
there anymore and I told them why—they have other customers they've lost because of that. I 
now use Lincoln Hardware even though it's further and out of my way. Other businesses are 
dying a slow death. 

The road diet with its "hidden" (Not protected!) bike lanes has had a domino effect of unintended 
consequences.

My colleague sent me this note about dewatering of a property on Electric. Dewatering is the process of removing the 
groundwater of a property to make way for subterranean development. It comes as no surprise to most people that we 
have a very high water table in Venice for frequently there is a lot of water to remove - what also might come as no 
surprise is the sewer mains new single-family homes (as where we are talking) are smaller in diameter and are not 
designed to carry the same volume of water that some commercial areas are. This background is important because the 
only place to put water from dewatering would be either A) the sewer system which would have it end up at Hyperion, be 
treated, and partially reused, or, B) the storm drain system. Since it is already established that most sewers in Venice 
couldn't handle water from dewatering than it leads only once place the groundwater can be placed if subterranean 
development is to occur. 









I'm sure Mike might have explained all this as the problem and he probably explained what he did to ask the engineers to 
take a better look at this and report back what was possible in way of capturing that groundwater We did this by passing 
a motion you can find here which I think might reflect your sentiments on the matter. It is a difficult issue because the 
infrastructure is just not there and making illegal subterranean development seems infeasible when we have such a crisis 
of parking and space in Venice as it is. To any extent, we have asked the engineers to report back on the issue and are 
giving it a spotlight at the Council

Dewatering is the process of removing the 
groundwater of a property to make way for subterranean development. It comes as no surprise to most people that we 
have a very high water table in Venice for frequently there is a lot of water to remove - what also might come as no 
surprise is the sewer mains new single-family homes (as where we are talking) are smaller in diameter and are not 
designed to carry the same volume of water that some commercial areas are. This background is important because the 
only place to put water from dewatering would be either A) the sewer system which would have it end up at Hyperion, be 
treated, and partially reused, or, B) the storm drain system. Since it is already established that most sewers in Venice 
couldn't handle water from dewatering than it leads only once place the groundwater can be placed if subterranean 
development is to occur.

Dear Sirs and Madams, 

Our organization, the Venice Stakeholders Association, is firmly opposed to the loss of lanes on 
Venice Blvd. and calls upon your agency to immediately return them to service. 

I and many of my neighbors are highly inconvenienced by the loss of these two lanes and the 
resulting traffic congestion. Nothing was gained as there was already an adequate bike lane on 
each side of the boulevard. And much was lost, including commuter's valuable time and the 
safety of adjoining residential neighborhoods which now must contend with thousands of pass¬ 
through vehicles each day. 

As a veteran cyclist I would advise you that "protected" or separated bike lanes are not 
appropriate for streets with intersections at every block - they are dangerous due to the lack of 
visibility for drivers. I frequently bike the coastal bike path to Redondo Beach and would invite 
you to view the separated bike lane in Redondo, which has few cross streets bisecting it. This is 
the type of location where such protected lanes make sense. 

Please restore the lanes.

I met with Rec and Parks staff last week, October 23, to review the Felicia Mahood outdoor space for a teaching garden. 
During the visit, staff instructed me to submit the ROE and supporting documents. Please note the original documents 
were submitted in September 2017, January 2018, and June 2018. I'd also like to point out that this process has now 
been going on for 14 months to merely put in 4 wood planter boxes and some picnic benches. This has been a never- 
ending bureaucratic process with no clear steps or definitive timeline for any real action by Recreation and Parks. 

I want to reiterate this project has been approved by the Felicia Mahood PAB, West LA Neighborhood Council, and fully 
supported by Councilman Bonin's office. In addition, we collected over 1000 community signatures agreeing that was a 
good use of park space. Ultimately, the older adults at Felicia Mahood are the ones negatively impacted by the 
department's inability to make decisions and partner with CBOs in the community. 

I am requesting an expedited review and approval of this project.

I'm following up to an email that I sent in January re: Felicia Mahood. We have recently 
received a $5000 grant to begin a community garden. As I've noted in other emails the 
community garden is overwhelming supported by the community. We held two 
community listening sessions, it is approved by the Felicia Mahood PAB, and is 
strongly supported by Councilmember Bonin. The longer this property sits vacant and 
unused is not only depriving the older adults the opportunity to enjoy the outdoor space 
and new programming, but it continues to invite homeless encampments and other 
safety issues to the center.

Hi Greg, 

You are correct that staff did meet with you last week and the proposed installation appears to be acceptable per staffs 
review. 

The reason for the request for a resubmission of the ROE application is because there is a discrepancy between what 
was indicated in the application and what you said to staff. 

Per the application, you requested access to install only. But in your discussion with staff, you discussed that the 
installation is to be permanent and that a non-profit was to provide maintenance for the installation. We need clarification 
as to what you are asking for so we can issue the ROE for the correct purpose and time. 

For Example: 

Is your purpose, installation and maintenance? ROE says installation only. 

What is the length of time requested permanent? ROE indicates 1 or 2 days. Also, please note that RAP staff can only 
issue permits for a max of 3 years. Anything beyond this time will require Board and Council approvals. 

Please clarify asap so we can issue this permit.

I would actually prefer starting the parking restriction much earlier than midnight for some of the reasons Patti mentioned. 
If it starts at midnight I don’t see how this would be enforced, There is no point in paying for permit parking if this does not 
get rid of the issues we are dealing with. 

From my recollection - but I am not 100% positive on this - when you pay for the annual permit parking you are given 
guest permits which allow guests to park in the restricted parking zones. I can’t remember how many they give you, but if 
you have 2-3 guests, between the guests permits and your driveway that should give guests plenty of parking. You can 
also move your car from the garage/driveway to the street to make more space for guests in your driveway.

Regarding your questions about street furniture, there is no approved list of products outside of my Programs' shelters, 
kiosks, APTs, and ad-based bus benches and/or LADOT's bike racks. Technically, such products are supposed to be 
reviewed, vetted, and accepted by BOE's Design Standards and Investigations Group. That being said, because of the 
variety of products out there and the inconsistent engineering standards applied to their design and fabrication, the 
City/BOE has generally reviewed proposals on a case by case basis. The only real requirement that I'm aware of is that 
the furniture needs to be secured/bolted down to the sidewalk strata, they need to be ADA compliant in their installation 
and clearances for peds, and their installation methodologies need to meet AASHTO requirements for installing fixed 
elements within a highway/street dedication. The draft street furniture placement guidelines is still an internal BSS 
document and actually needs to be updated to dove-tail with BOE's Brown Book relative to the standard sidewalk 
width/Pedestrian Access Route (60" min. vs. the 48" min. shown on that draft detail). Other set back distances from 
building ingress/egress points or appurtenances such as fire safety equipment or storefront windows, utility boxes, 
driveways, street intersections, alleys, etcetera should be reviewed and adjusted as required in accordance with adopted 
AASHTO guidelines, ADA-PROWAG requirements, State PUC requirements (for rail crossings), Municipal Code 
requirements like 62.200, and adopted City Department policies. 

In general BOE is responsible for reviewing/vetting street furniture installations; BSS reviews landscape (planting) and 
irrigation components of permit proposals as those elements have a direct impact on our landscape maintenance 
operations. Our contractors that provide transit furniture (shelters, kiosks, etc) are required to obtain A/B permits through 





BOE for each and every installation they perform so from that perspective, the transit furniture Programs that I manage 
are consistent with established protocols that designate BOE as the agency responsible for reviewing/vetting proposed 
street furniture installations.

BSS generated that document to help our own staff with street furniture placement as we were/are implementing many 
pedestrian improvement projects. Also, a lot of street furniture was/is shown on the landscape plan submittals, which we 
review and approve for Revocable permits; so it helped staff review plans. The document was never signed-off/approved 
by our management; but because there was nothing else out there to look at, it got out of our office and became a de- 
facto standard. That document is now over 10 years old and many new standards and policy changes have come into 
play that make it obsolete... but no one has taken on the task of updating it, because as Lance stated, it's actually 
BOE/Standards Division that reviews and approves street furniture permit submittals.

On any given day, cars roll slowly down the main shopping street of Playa Vista, just as they do 
in small towns everywhere. 


After all, when it came to building a town center on land around famed aviator Howard 
Hughes’s old airplane runway, it seemed right to let people drive through and perhaps park to 
grab a cup of coffee. 


But those days are coming to a halt as the center, known as Runway, is being remade as a 
place where pedestrians will be more inclined to hang out, shop and eat — without having to 
dodge vehicles. 


After seeing the closed-off streets packed with people during farmers markets and other special 
events, manager DJM Capital Partners Inc. concluded that Runway’s autocentric ethos was 
outdated and has decided to make the ban full time, even though the center was built only 
three years ago in the recently developed community. 


The decision comes at a time when competition for shoppers’ favor is especially intense on the 
Westside, where established street corridors like Montana Avenue and Abbot Kinney 
Boulevard are contending with Santa Monica Place and Westfield Century City, malls that have 
both undergone major redevelopments. 


And it reflects a national trend to favor people over cars in the hope of creating a sense of 
relaxed intimacy, something the pedestrian-oriented Grove “lifestyle center” in the Fairfax 





district pioneered more than a decade ago — but is now more imperative than ever as stores 
large and small stores go under in the face of changing tastes and online competition. 


“We think one of the great saviors of retail is public space,” said Stenn Parton, senior vice 
president of retail at DJM. “We can fabricate foot traffic through programming and great on- 
campus experiences.”

Runway, owned by Invesco Real Estate, has more than 220,000 square feet of retail space and 
is about the size of four city blocks, surrounded by Jefferson Boulevard, McConnell Avenue, 
Millennium Drive and Village Drive. It features a Whole Foods Market, a Cinemark movie 
theater complex, shops and restaurants. There are medical offices leased to Cedars-Sinai and 
more than 400 apartments for rent. 


The complex was planned to be the “downtown” of Playa Vista, a coastal community near 
Marina del Rey built last decade on land where mid-20th century business mogul Howard 
Hughes ran his aviation empire. 

The first residents arrived in Playa Vista in 2002 and it already is home to 6,000 residences and 
9 million square feet of offices. Tenants include Google, Facebook, Belkin and Sony, making it 
part of the coastal “Silicon Beach” strip of communities that begins north at Santa Monica. 

There is already an indication that closing off the streets resonates with the population, which 
tends to skew younger, with the largest age group being people in their early 30s, many of 
whom are starting families. They have made the weekly farmer’s market a hit, helping it draw 
some 3,000 people, according to DJM. 

Lisa Hirsch-Solomon, founder of fitness class center the Studio (MDR), is a supporter of 
permanently halting through-traffic in part because she believes the farmers markets have 


been good for her business. 


“The more pedestrians we can get, the more eyes we have on the Studio and all the retail we 
have here,” Hirsch-Solomon said. “When you make it easy for people to walk around, sit down 
and enjoy a cup of coffee or eat something, it’s just so inviting.”

In Los Angeles, people might perceive closed streets as a panacea for salvaging 
underperforming retail strips because of the success of the Third Street Promenade in Santa 
Monica, but that is not necessarily so. 

The Promenade, in fact, has been partially closed to traffic as far back as 1965 and it only 
really flourished in the 1990s as part of a downtown redevelopment program. 

Real estate analyst Christopher Leinberger said that while removing cars on ailing main streets 
can encourage more foot traffic, it failed to spur business growth in most of the roughly 200 
American cities that tried doing it during the latter decades of the 20th century.

“It was considered a silver bullet for instant urbanity, but mostly it put a bullet through the head 
of those main streets,” said Leinberger, a professor at the George Washington School of 
Business. 


Street closures that are most likely to succeed take place on blocks where there are already 
active stores and restaurants, preferably supported by people who live upstairs or nearby. 

“After density and excitement is there, then you close the street,” Leinberger said. “They got it 
backwards in the ’80s.” 

Still, the scheme might work in Playa del Rey, he said. “It demonstrates this trend is viable.” 

The vision for Runway’s $9.1-million makeover, which is expected to be completed early next 
year, is coming from architects Catherine Johnson and Rebecca Rudolph, principals of cheeky 
L.A architecture firm Design, Bitches.

Their thinking is that kicking out cars can help turn the town center into a place where people 
may want to stick around and connect with others. 

“Once you give pedestrians the power to wander across and not worry about a car coming from 
one direction or another it frees up a lot what we can do in the street,” Johnson said. “We can 
take it from a place about shopping to a place about culture.” 

To make Runway more inviting, several hard surfaces, including planters and concrete walls, 
will be replaced with lush landscaping, including billowing grasses and native plants. More 
benches will be installed, as well as spaces for gathering. 

“Right now everything feels really tight and manicured,” Johnson said. “We want to encourage 
meandering and a sense of discovery and exploration.” 

Already there are ideas about how a new culture can take form — think concerts, outdoor 
movie nights and art shows. DJM said it has found success with occasional night markets 
offering food, artisans and entertainment that draw up to 5,000. 

Zachary Card, a retail property broker at CBRE who formerly represented Runway, thinks the 
makeover can do nothing but boost the shops along the street. 

“You’ve got to give people an experience that is unique that you are not going to buy online or 
find in a big regional shopping center or mall,” he said. “People love open space, especially in 
dense urban environments” like Los Angeles. 

Incoming store operator Lindsay Parton also sees a “really big benefit” to closing the street. 

Parton is co-founder of Free Market, a new complex coming to Runway early next year that will 
have a mix of small stores and restaurants. She hopes to attract repeat business from people 






who live in Runway and nearby. 


“We’d love to pull in people at multiple times the same day,” she said. “We’ll have a place to 
hang out that’s missing right now.”

I'm surrounded by a lot of staff who are genuinely wanting to help - we try to 
make it work. 

It just needed to be a coordination effort between the city and Hulu bikes. We had to get police and parks involved to make sure 
we had a smooth transition. Once that was in place, Hulu made the move for us and there were no issues. 

The k-rail issue is probably going to rely on different set of folks, but Taylor should be able to help you on this. I think you also 
mentioned you're in touch with Bob on this as well?

As a 45 year resident of the beautiful walk street, Park Avenue, in Venice, I would support seeing its beauty expand beyond 
Speedway onto Ocean Front Walk. 

There is an area between Speedway and Ocean Front Walk that has fallen into disrepair. Some times I ask myself, why are they 
picking on us? "They" being Rec and Parks, City Attorney, Councilmember's Office. First, Bonin's former Mobility Deputy 
decided that Park Avenue should be the "Grand Central" for the Hulu Bikes of the Bikeshare program. They put up a rack of 15 
Hulu bikes right in the middle of said area. Then the City Attorney ordered Rec and Parks to put up a huge (and ugly, I might 
add) K-rail along Park Avenue at Ocean Front Walk for security purposes. 

The K-rail was put up in July of 2017 and was supposed to be temporary.

Taylor-1 know you have received letters from us- the residents on Park Avenue- about the increasing problems of the 
encampment on Park Avenue. I am sending this with photos so you can see the typical look of our street on a weekday 
morning-10 am this last Tuesday- and this isn't as bad as it usually is. The people and the bikes, bike parts trash food boxes 
pizza boxes bottles liquor bottles, drug paraphernalia, tents, packs- stay all day and all night with no one to clean it up. I bring 
them trash bags and brooms and shovels and it does no good.I hear the fighting and the yelling at dawn and midnight and it is 
getting worse.There is now an aggressive dog living there as well. There are more drug addicts and dealers there and the meth 
users are as aggressive as the dog. And what's going on with all the bike parts? Are they stolen? 


We are very supportive of the city's efforts to find short and long term solutions for the homeless problem in LA but I can tell you 
right now: our block has become dangerous, disgustingly dirty and unlivable. Nobody deserves to live in this kind of 
circumstance- neither the homed or the homeless on Park Avenue. 


Something has to be done. I have owned my home here since 1982 and I have never been so disgusted with what I have to live 
with, see and hear everyday. I have also been a criminal defense attorney- deputy public defender- in this area for a lonq time. 
When I am the one wanting to call the police and have everyone arrested, you know the situation has become untenable. 


Here are some suggestions that we have been making for a while now: 

1. Get the concrete bunkers removed as soon as possible. It only makes it more difficult for the homeless to move their tents 
away from Park Avenue. It also creates an enclosed space for the encampment that increases the problem.

Hi Ruth - 


This is the first i'm hearing of this location - do you have any pictures you might share? The allegation of drug use is 
something Vice should certainly investigate but the other notes about their behavior are a little more difficult to arrest or 
ticket individuals for. It isn't illegal to have personal property in the public right of way and while there is a possibility of 
issuing a littering ticket for dropping trash as you noted an officer would have to catch that in the act and make the 
determination that it warranted a ticket. If you could send a picture that would be helpful - the rules around property 
blocking a sidewalk are that at least 3' needs to be maintained and if it is not then it is a ticket able offense to refuse to 
move your belongings when requested (not exactly the ace people hope for sometimes). If the sidewalk is narrow that 
could effectively mean belongings aren't allowable but more likely than not the sidewalk is wide enough that people could 
come into compliance and that frankly there wouldn't be a lot for LAPD to do. As far as the bikes, while they may appear 
stolen and in fact could be stolen, LAPD needs to match a registration number to someone other than the person 
possessing the bike. It is far too common for me to get pictures of bikes all the same as what you sent but the 
circumstances are just not enough to arrest people and unfortunately people registering their bikes is rare - if anyone 
wanted to organize a registration event to help make the community more resilient then we would be very supportive. 
Send over some pictures when you are able and I will speak to what is possible for your municipal government to 
respond.

And unfortunately, they are engaging in unlawful activity: blocking the sidewalks so no one can get by (our 
neighbor’s daughter uses a walker and they cannot get buy - they have to walk in the street), using drugs out in the 
open, leaving needles and trash behind, storing/leaving their items (tents, shopping cart and quite a bit of gear) and 
storing and selling what appear to be stolen bikes on the street. Not sure what we can do about it. We are hoping 
the temporary/bridge housing helps, but in the interim, we would appreciate any thoughts or support the Council’s 
office can provide in this regard. Thank you as always for your support.

Town Hall Meeting with Chief of Police Moore 

At last night's meeting we learned four important things: 1. The LAPD is assigning ten 
additional officers to patrol Venice. 2. The LAPD is conducting a study to determine 
deficiencies of manpower in the department and the study should be finished in 6 
months. 3. LAPD officers are not in charge of cleaning the encampments - it is the LA 
Sanitation dept. LAPD will respond if there is crime that’s taking place at the 
encampment, or if you suspect there is a criminal homeless person in the encampment. 
My follow-up question to Chief Moore was “Who is in charge when the encampments 
are blocking the sidewalks since they are not ADA compliant?” He didn’t answer, and 
said I had spoken enough and others were waiting to speak. I insisted on an answer, 
but instead, Captain Roberts took me aside and gave me information and a phone 
number for follow-up. I will post this when I get this information. 4. AND LAST BUT 
NOT LEAST - Your private property is not really your private property (unless you do 
the following - see below). Let me clarify: that homeless person who jumped your fence 
or who you find sleeping on your font porch isn't really breaking the law - because you 
didn't have the required signs posted on your fence, or back gate or garage. So 
entering your property w/o permission is not yours to determine if it is trespassing or 
not. It is the purview of the LAPD rules. Sounds confusing, doesn't it, but an assistant 
city attorney was there to confirm the above statement. Here is the information you will 




need to make your property "fully private" and the disallowing of uninvited "guests" with 
the backing of the LAPD: You must post signs that read: “No Trespassing, No Soliciting, 
No Loitering - Violators Will be Prosecuted - LAMC Sec. 41.24”. You must also file a 
required form and drop it off at the Pacific Division Police department letting them know 
that you are informing them that you are legally posting a "No Trespassing" sign and 
allowing them to prosecute if someone trespasses on your property (link to 
authorization form: https://aagla.org/wp-content/uploads/2017/02/Trespass.pdf or from 
https://hcidla.lacity.org/trespass-arrest-authorization. You drop off the authorization form 
at the Pacific Division Police Station on Culver Blvd. at Centinela. I left a message to 
see what the process is and am waiting for an officer to call me back. Example: Do we 
get a file or record number stamped and signed by the officer with a copy for our files? 
TBA unless someone else knows the answer. Also, the authorization form must be filled 
out once a year. Regarding the “No Trespassing” signs - they sell them at AAA printing 
for $12.00 each. I called them just before closing. They are open M-F only, but I’m sure 
other printing companies also sell them. Home Depot does sell “No Trespassing” signs, 
but from my understanding, they do not have the legal info required. Also, for those of 
you with a garage or driveway that's being blocked, you must additionally have a sign 
that says "PRIVATE PARKING - Unauthorized Vehicles Will Be Towed Away at Vehicle 
Owner's Expense" along with the name of the Authorized Towing Company written on 
the sign, or the vehicle can not be towed - even if they are in fact blocking your 
driveway/ garage. Home Depot does sell these signs from my understanding. Those 
were my take-aways from the meeting along with the lamenting of those of us frustrated 
with lack of policing and lack of showing of true crime stats. Hopefully this will change 
with the additional ten police officers.

Yesterday, a federal court underscored why it is imperative for Los Angeles to 
approve bridge housing and supportive housing for people who are homeless. 

In a unanimous ruling, the U.S. Ninth Circuit Court of A p peals said that it is 
cruel and unusual punishment for any city to prohibit slee ping on public 
propert y unless adequate shelter is available and accessible. This ruling 
applies to all of California and eight other states. 

What this means for Los Angeles is that we are faced with a stark and binary 
choice --provide sufficient housing and shelter where those who are homeless 
can access it, or allow people to sleep on public property, such as sidewalks. 
Providing housing and shelter has always been the right thing to do — but this 
ruling makes it a clear requirement. 


After decades of neglect and inaction, Los Angeles is finally starting to do the 





right and necessary thing.

Dear City: 

I am a 22-year resident of Venice. I am not opposed to BH, but I am not for it at the moment since I have so many 
unanswered questions. I hope that the residents of Venice will have an opportunity to engage with the city to answer 
some of the questions regarding BH. 

The main issue is trust, the Mayor and the Councilman paint a rosy picture of how BH is going to operate, but I don't 
believe that it's the reality. If you just listen to the horrible stories from people living near SJC, adding another facility is 
adding salt to the wound. On the other hand, there is a low income housing for battered women a few blocks from me, 
and no one even knows it's there. They have a jazz event and silent auction every summer. 

So the question is who will be the residents of BH: families, seniors, people with jobs, the mentally ill, the drug addicts-the 
range is wide. According to the Bridge Home SRS which I'm attaching here, it states: 

2.1. Bridge Housing (BH): Serves only the following homeless participants: 

2.1.1. High-acuity participants (scoring 3) that have been matched through CES to permanent housing 

2.1.2. High-acuity participants (scoring 3) that have not yet been matched to permanent housing. 

2.1.3. Mid-acuity participants (scoring 1 or 2) that have been matched through CES to rapid rehousing 

2.1.4. Participants exiting institutions, as defined in Section 4 and Appendix I. and II. 

What is High-acuity? Does this mean that people with the most severe issues? 

It's one thing to put functional people in a residential area (I don't think anyone can argue with that) but to house people 
with mental illness and drug addiction in a residential neighborhood is an awful idea. There's an elementary school near 
by, people with young children, would you want the children to hear people yelling and screaming profanities all day 
long? Security is not going to keep people from screaming. The boardwalk is a hotbed of drug activities and BH is going 
to consolidate the drug addicts in one location? Councilman Mike Bonin's answer is that "they are already here”. While 
that is true but the solution is to concentrate them into a residential area? What's to keep them from going out, get high 
and come back? My friend's daughter was hooked on heroin, Venice would be the last place she would send her for 
rehab. They sent her to Georgia. 

According to the SRS drug use is tolerated: 

28. Contractor must NOT exit participant from Bridge Housing services for the following: 

28.1. Active substance use 

28.2. Active health issues 

28.3. Failure to abide by personal budget 

I'm including a story from a Rachel that lives behind St Joseph Center: 

"I live 20 feet from the St. Joseph's Center homeless service center at Lincoln Bl and Flower Ave. I can share my 
experience. 





"Homeless Service Center (HSC) serves as an access point for the Coordinated Entry System and provides case 
management aimed at helping homeless individuals obtain permanent housing; it also offers referrals for critical services 
such as substance abuse treatment and offers emergency services such as shelter placement assistance and showers." - 
SJC website 

This is where their most severe clients are seen for services. I notice their most severe clients stay closer to the site, their 
higher functioning clients are able to venture out further. 

We have been terrorized by their clients for the last 10 years, since they moved in. My family was there decades before 
they moved in. 

There is a constant soundtrack of violent screaming, cursing and client's fighting. Its not just the usual fuck you and fuck 
off, shit, bullshit.... but their clients scream out words like nigger, cunt and faggot. It not only weighs heavy on the soul to 
hear these words screamed out repeatedly but I don't want my 21 month old child to learn these words. 

My toddler daughter cannot play freely in our own yard because of the screaming and profanities, we can hear it inside 
the house as well. There is no escaping it. 

When their clients are kicked out for bad behavior, they come over to my property. Their clients walk up to our fence and 
threaten to kill us, while we sit on our front porch minding our own business. 

Another time, one of their clients was screaming their child had been kidnapped and was being strangled in our home. 6 
police officers rushed my home and searched it with their guns drawn to look for this child and found nothing. The SJC 
denied any knowledge even though it was their client. 

Another client of theirs set fire to the dispensary next door while trying to burn her trash. It was caught on on their 
cameras. There was damage to my property. Again, the SJC denied any knowledge of it. 

That is their response to everything, to deny it all. Or, they say they cannot be responsible for their clients. Those are the 
only two responses we get. 

I have asked for them to increase their security. Their Hampton Dr. headquarters has 24 hr security. At the HCS, where 
they service their most severe homeless, they actually now have less security now then before. Their response every 
time is they don't have the money in their budget, even though their net assets for 2017 was over 12 million. 

Their front entrance on Lincoln Bl is locked with a sign directing every client and employee to the back entrance. This 
back entrance faces the residential community, and my home. They allow their clients to loiter in the alley instead of 
waiting in their waiting area inside. Their case managers conduct meeting with their clients in the alley and in front of my 
house. The case managers use my fence as a desk for their paperwork. This creates a huge stress on the families living 
on Flower Ave. I have asked them to utilize their front entrance and not allow their clients to loiter in the alley. They have 
refused my request. 

I have reached out to the executive director many times in attempt to work with them. I wasted 2 years trying to work with 
Bonin's office for support, there was zero progress when trying to work with Taylor. 

Back in the day, Councilman Rosendahl attempted to work with us, his office set up mediation between my family and the 
SJC. Their pro-bono attorneys showed up and demanded nothing be put in writing so there is no way to hold them 
accountable. 

I have a document stating the SJC voluntarily agreed twice daily clean up of the alley from Flower and Sunset, they don't 
do it. 

I have asked for reasonable changes to their daily operations to reduce the impact on the residential community and 
nothing changes. We have been fighting with them for years. They were bad neighbors when they were on Rose Ave, 
they continue to be terrible neighbors on Flower Ave and Hampton Dr. They wont be better if they manage the MTA lot. 

I would be more than happy to address any other questions about living next to the SJC.

Would any of you be willing to trade places with Rachel? 

We all want to solve the homeless problem, so please engage our community so we can come to a solution TOGETHER.

Dear Mayor Garcetti, Councilman Bonin and City Attorney Feuer: 

You have become known as the principal architects and advocates of the City’s plan to address the homeless crisis 
through the development of large housing projects, so I wanted each of you to know how shocked I was to read in the Los 
Angeles Times ( http://www.latimes.com/local/lanow/la-me-ln-rising-hhh-costs-20180511-story.html) last week that, at 
current rates of spending, you will deliver fewer than 6,000 of the 10,000 supportive housing units promised to Prop 
HHH voters in 2016 and that those units will cost an average of $475,000 each, excluding the cost of City land (with 
units in two projects costing more than $650,000 each). 

Further, I see that despite your promises to promote “geographic equity” and roll back the disastrous containment policy 
that gave rise to Skid Row, you are moving forward with your plan to concentrate a disproportionate share of these 
housing projects in a handful of communities - like Venice and Lincoln Heights - that lack political power while 
protecting your wealthy backers in uber-affluent enclaves like Brentwood and the Pacific Palisades and using your new 
PSH Ordinance to shut down public comment and strip working families of the legal right to challenge oversized 
projects in their communities. 

• How can you possibly believe that giving away half-million dollar homes to a lucky few - representing a small 
fraction of LA’s massive homeless population - is the answer? 


• What does this say to working families fighting the good fight day in and day out to make rent and mortgage 
payments on less desirable roperties - and to the thousands of people in need of shelter who will be left out in the 
cold because they did not draw a winning ticket in the Garcetti-Bonin-Feurer Lottery? 


• And what gives you the right as elected officials to use laws to silence taxpayers and voters who disagree with 
your policies? 


More and more, Prop HHH and the PSH Ordinance are starting to look less like measures to help the homeless and more 
like measures to line the pockets of LA’s notorious real estate developers. And in any event, they are becoming 
emblematic of the wastefulness and poor judgment of LA’s leadership.

Re: Noise Implications of Bridge Housing in Venice and passing transients nearby. 

Dear Members of the City Council, 

I am writing to express my alarm at the city proposal to install a facility for 154 homeless individuals on 
the former MTA lot in Venice. 

This will undoubtedly draw much more transients to camp out near the site and bring intolerable levels of 
noise to the many residents who live nearby on the tiny densely populated walk streets surrounding the 
MTA lot. Not to mention that we will also have to endure the added noise from the Bridge Housing 
transients who get kicked out for disturbing their tent mates, they will be outside on our walk streets 
adding to the already noisy transient traffic of going up and down to Ocean Front Walk where they gather. 

1 live on Paloma Ave which is a walk street 25 feet from the entrance to the MTA lot, and currently the 
closest walking street to get from Ocean Front Walk to the MTA lot and since Sunset Ave is a driving 
narrow street with one sidewalk most transients prefer not to take it and use Paloma Ave instead. 

My family and I have to deal with screaming transients every single day of the week. This is not an 
exaggeration; we have a 5 months old baby that often gets woken up by the passing by transients trying 
to get to Ocean Front Walk from Main st. 

Today, at around 530am, like clockwork the hooded white guy in his mid 20s, walks by on Pacific cussing 
at every car drives by and waking up half our walk street. 

Almost every day at 9:50am (barter van shows up at 10am at OFW where transients go get food from a 
van and in a lot of cases barter it for drugs and alcohol) we will get at least 1, in some cases 2 transients 
banging at every gate and playing very loud music as they traverse Paloma Ave to get down to OFW. 

2 or 3 times a week in the afternoons, we have the famous shaved head screaming young lady that 
absolutely terrorizes every individual that dares to walk on Paloma Ave, hurling insults, screaming at the 
top of her lungs at no one and everyone. Once in a while she will have a male companion who would 
engage her in very loud obscene dialogues 

Last Saturday at around 920am as I am leaving my house I hear a loud scream, I turn around, it is a 
transient lady who we always see having loud conversations on her phone. She had smacked a cell 
phone out of a female tourist's hand and was running off with it...and the female tourist was screaming for 
help and started running towards a group of people I assume were her friends about a block away. 

We already have the “Phoenix House” at the end of Paloma and OFW, we cannot take more noise on 
that street, it is truly becoming a street where families can no longer enjoy the simple things any other 
family in America enjoys. Enough is enough. I urge to look at Seattle and Sacramento as an example of 
what placing homeless individuals in large tents in a wet shelter with 24/7 access (similar to the proposed 
Venice Bridge Home) has done to the surrounding area of those housing facilities.

I should also mention that a dog kennel on the MTA lot would be a nuisance as the way the sound 
travels around the neighborhood from the proposed site would be very disruptive to the neighbors, 
especially at night.

I am writing to express my alarm at the city proposal to install a 
facility for 154 homeless individuals on the former MTA lot in Venice. 

This will undoubtedly draw many more transients to camp out near the 
site and bring intolerable levels of noise to the many residents who 
live nearby. 

I live at 814 Flower Avenue in Venice, 20 feet away from the St. Joseph’s Center 
Homeless Service Center on Lincoln Bl and Flower Ave. My family has been victimized 
by the St. Joseph’s Center and their clients for the last 10+ years since the homeless 
service center moved to this location. Their clients loiter in the alley all day while waiting 
for services, this alley is right outside of my home. On a daily basis, their clients violently 
scream and yell obscenities, argue and fight with each other and with the SJC staff. All 
of this can be heard inside of my home. I have a two year old child who is also subject 
to this on a daily basis as she is home every day. We are no longer able to spend time 
in our park like yard due to the constant soundtrack of screaming that we hear multiple 
times a day. My child’s development is what is important to me, she deserves to be able 
to go out into our own yard to play, run and explore. We are not able to do this. I also 
feel the need to clarify the language we are subjected to in our home from the homeless 
clients the SJC. Usual language are words like “fuck” and “shit” can be heard often, we 
are also subjected to screaming of words such as “fagot”, “cunt”, and “nigger” heard 
loud and clearly inside of our home. There have been times when we have been in our 
own yard and the SJC clients have come up to my gate to threaten to kill us. My rights 
as a homeowner and as a parent are violated on a daily basis due to this exposure of 
noise pollution and verbal abuse. There are operational measures the St. Joseph 
Center could adjust to lessen the impact on the neighborhood but they have reported to 



me they would not consider them. The SJC refused to utilize their front door located on 
Lincoln Bl and direct all clients to the back alley, next to my home. While the SJC does 
have an indoor waiting area inside of their small building, clients prefer to loiter outside 
in the alley and in front of my home while waiting for their appointments. I have 
reached out to the CEO of the St. Joseph’s Center, VaLecia Adams many, many times. 
She is unwilling to make any adjustments to their daily operations that would decrease 
the impact to my home and my neighbors. I have also reached out to Mike Bonin’s 
office many times and they have refused to assist in any way. Homeless services 
should not be placed next to homes with families and children. The center is a magnet 
for homeless in the area, they also come when the center is closed, after hours, on 
weekends and holidays and the SJC does not provide adequate security during these 
hours. My family and I are then left to deal with the homeless screaming and having 
meltdown outside of my home when the service center is closed. It is not unusual for 
homeless to be screaming in the alley all hours of the night, just two nights ago, I was 
up at 3:30am due to a screaming homeless in this alley. There are no after-hours 
support available to us. 

Please consider re-visiting the environmental exemption for the Bridge Shelter program 
in Venice. The MTA location is surrounded by homes and families. Please, consider 
alternative locations but any location absolutely needs to be studied for its impact to our 
community. No family should have to go through this.

I am writing to express my alarm at the city proposal to install a facility for 154 homeless individuals on 
the former MTA lot in Venice. 

This will undoubtedly draw many more transients to camp out near the site and bring intolerable levels of 
noise to the many residents who live nearby on the tiny, densely populated walk streets surrounding the 
MTA lot. Not to mention that we will also have to endure the added noise from the Bridge Housing 
residents who get kicked out for disturbing their tent mates, they will be outside on our walk streets adding 
to the already noisy transient traffic going up and down to Ocean Front Walk where they gather. 

I live on Paloma Ave which is a walk street 25 feet from the entrance to the MTA lot, and currently the 
closest walking street to get from Ocean Front Walk to the MTA lot since Sunset Ave, the street bordering 
the lot, is too narrow for pedestrians to pass - essentially a one-lane one-way street with one sidewalk so 
most transients prefer not to take it and use Paloma Ave instead. 

We have lived in Venice for 12 years. In the past 5 years we have seen a huge growth in the number of 
homeless. Three years ago, we purchased our home, which is one a block from the beach and one block 
from Main Street, both of which have large encampments. They have made our life miserable at times. 

We already encounter loud, rude disturbances throughout the day and night, which I hear in my home as 
well as walking in my neighborhood. Many of the transients that have outbursts appear to on meth or 
mentally ill so it is not worth my life to address the situation - I have learned this lesson the hard way - 
and our police are overloaded and rarely respond to these calls so I have to cope with the noise until it 
moves along. 

Fresh in my mind, last year I awoke to fire trucks, ambulances and police because a transient decided to 
light a Christmas tree on fire in an ally across the street from me. It threatened our homes and had us too 
worried to go back to sleep that night. 

While working from home, I often hear loud yelling of obscenities and threatening remarks from transients 
to innocent passerbys too numerous to count. Last year, a fellow we refer to as Jesus started screaming 
and yelling while dumping his bag all over our walk street while he started destroying our neighbors' 
fence. I yelled out my window for him to stop damaging the fence and he started punching and kicking 
my fence. He started making threatening remarks. I was very scared as I was home alone. I called the 
police and then my neighbor. My neighbor kept a watch on me while I told the transient to move along, 

During Summer, as I was walking down Speedway with my sisters, an older transient un-provoked started 
yelling at me and then spit in my face. On more than one occasion, I was awakened by a transient 
playing a loud stereo while walking down our walk street. Another night there was a transient repeatedly 
and intentionally setting off a car alarm of my neighbor's parked car on Pacific. It was set off four times in 
the same night as a joke. 



Often in our neighborhood there is a young lady with a shaved-head that screams and often terrorizes 
tourists and locals walking down Paloma. In May, my contractor parked his car on the lot near Rose and 
Main to come to my house to pick-up his payment for painting our home. As he was returning to his car 
down Little Main, a homeless person that lives in a beige car and looks like Charles Manson started 
yelling at our contractor. My contractor ignored him at first but the transient continued to threaten him, so 
he chose to yell back. Then the guy said “I am going to mess you up”, he popped his trunk and was 
digging for what my contractor feared was a weapon. My contractor was so scared for his life, he rushed 
back to his car. 

A few weeks ago, I was on the Boardwalk and saw the crowd parting like the Red Sea. Out of the middle 
a homeless man was sauntering with a knife in his hand threatening locals and tourists. He was yelling, 
"how do you like Venice now?” and "I’m going to cut you if you stare at me wrong”. No police around 
whatsoever to address the very scary situation. 

We are tired of this state of lawlessness and the constant loud noise that prevents us from enjoying our 
home, getting a good night’s sleep or walking peacefully in our neighborhood. Please do not exacerbate 
this intolerable situation by bringing 154 people with various challenges to live right next door on an 
unsecure site without any additional policing.

We live directly off of Rose Avenue which attracts transients to the Venice Family Clinic, Bread 
& Roses Cafe, The Rose & 7 th Street encampments, and the 3 rd Street Encampment. We have 
had to call the police several times when transients have started fights with each other, usually 
over missing drugs or alcohol, and several times over missing bicycles or bicycle parts. The 
shouting, threats, and profanity are so loud and menacing that we hide in our home afraid of 
what is happening outside. We have a 12 year old daughter who is terrified by the screaming and 
threats she has to witness simply by sitting at the dining room table doing her homework. The 
noise and danger affects everyone in Venice simply trying to live peacefully inside their homes. 

The escalation of danger in our neighborhood is constant, intrusive, and intolerable. We have no 
extended periods of quiet in our home because of the constant flow of transients through our 
alley ways and in the encampments. A facility for 154 new transients to be situated in our 
neighborhood will bring even more danger, drug traffic, noise, and trash than we already are 
forced to tolerate.

Last week, we left our home on Wednesday night to spend a long weekend in Lake Arrowhead. That 
night at mid-night, there was a young transient man that set up a tent in front of our home. We 
immediately called the police the next morning at 6:30AM. The operator gave us lip that it is “not a crime 
to be homeless”. We called the police for two straight days with no action. On Friday morning, the young 
transient man finally woke up and left half of his belonging blocking the entrance to our home and in the 
middle of the sidewalk. Then crazy shaved head lady came and rummaged through all his bags, stole 
want she wanted and left a mess on our walk way. The police said they could not touch the belongings. 
My husband drove for two hours each way and got a neighbor to help. It took a solid hour to clean-up the 
mess left behind. 

Just yesterday, I was walking home from getting my nails done talking on the phone with my mother. A 
tall transient man living on Little Main overheard my conversation and started approaching me. He started 
taunting me by repeating my conversation and laughing. When I ignored him he got loader and closer to 
me. It was very scary. 

We are tired of tolerating this city of lawlessness. You cannot bring another free service to Venice with no 
rules. All of the food and laundry services will performed off site so it will be costly and not build any skills 
or accountability for those that stay there. The fact that they don’t have to be sober or follow any rules is 
a crime. Bonin and Garcetti know this is going to have a severe impact to our small community that is 
why they are asking for an exception. This is the wrong location. You can’t just put people in tents a 
block from the beach and allow them to continue consuming drugs.

I walk my dogs every night, and every time 
there is usually some kind of problem that scares me or my dog around this issue. The week before, I 
went the opposite route around the google binoculars and could barely pass a Van that camps outside in 
the same place and plays loud music and leaves food out on the sidewalk. The loud music and loud 
conversation spooks me and my dog every time, that now I won t take that route when I walk him. I 
shouldn't have to be scared of loud noises a block from where I live and because of this restricted to walk 
in certain areas. Inserting a shelter will only make this problem worse with people gathering outside the 
shelter. 

On two separate occasions, I have been affected by homeless people yelling at night on Rose Ave 
around 7-9pm while walking to dinner. One night while heading to Cafe Gratitude, a shirtless man 
approached me and grabbed my ass yelling and then of course I ran away. Then other time a homeless 
man was yelling across the street at another couple walking down the street. I ran the other way because 
he seemed out of his mind. 

Please don’t put a shelter directly across the street from where I live. My safety will be compromised, the 
noise issue will increase, and ultimately it will make all of these problems worse.

I am writing to express my alarm at the City’s proposal to install a facility for 154 homeless 
individuals at the former MTA lot in Venice. That lot is in a residential neighborhood, is two blocks 
from a cluster of schools where more than 150 elementary and pre-K children are being educated, 
and is two blocks from Venice Beach. 

This is an inappropriate site for bridge housing. I am sorry to report that in this neighborhood it is 
not uncommon for homeless people to come storming down the walk streets screaming and 
swearing — sometimes at passers-by, other times at some invisible enemy. Day and night! 

Let me provide you with an example of what we, the residents of Venice, live with.. A couple of 
months ago when I was walking home from the Westminster Elementary School and walking next 
to the MTA lot, a homeless man came screaming and shouting down the street. He seemed to be 
a berserker. He was in a frenzy, and he had an improvised weapon - a long bamboo pole which 
he was waving about as he shouted his nonsensical words. It was clear that he was looking to do 
damage, looking for a fight. 

I was able to cross the street, avoid his gaze, get away. But I think often about this episode. After 
all, this happened one block from Westminster Elementary and Westminster pre-school, and only 
two blocks from the two campuses of Ecole Claire Fontaine. I believe that adults might be able to 
tolerate the loud and threatening behaviour, but what about our children.? Do we place the most 
volatile people in near proximity to the most vulnerable? In my opinion, to place a homeless 
shelter near to elementary schools is more than inappropriate. It is reckless, plain and simple. 

Please reconsider. Please do not place bridge housing at the MTA lot in Venice.

I live on Paloma Avenue, which runs parallel to Sunset, and is across that street 
from MTA Lot #6. 

In the years since the bus yard ceased to be used by the MTA, it is frequently rented 
out for film crew parking, staging and catering. This consists of large trailers, semi 
trucks and numerous crew vehicles. All of this can be heard during the day, but 
when the lot is used at night, the sounds carry and it can be very loud with idling 
catering vans, voices and the slamming of car doors. The night a film crew was 
allowed to use the lot to stage a concert/disco complete with strobe lights is still 
memorable since it lasted until well after midnight. It was legally posted in the 
neighborhood, but nonetheless unusual even for the film industry and kept much of 
the neighborhood awake long past their normal sleep times. 

MTA also rents out the lot currently for some parking. The construction site next 
door to me has a monthly rent deal for their workers and it’s sometimes used as a 
holding area for materials delivery since Sunset is so narrow. LAPD horse patrol 
also uses it when they are required for beach duty. The sounds for all this are 
discernible from my house. While the lot is no longer busy every day, it’s still used 
enough that sounds are noticeable. 

Paloma is normally a very quiet walk street even during the day. Most buildings are 
old and many (like mine) have no air conditioning, or heat for that matter. Windows 
are open, and home owners and tenants alike are very mindful of the quiet 
atmosphere and work to maintain it. Once afternoon rush hour traffic has quieted 
on Pacific, you can hear a pin drop here most nights except for these temporary 
parking situations and the odd homeless encampment occupant screaming in 
distress on Main Street. The increased RV parking on Main Street by Google has 
now created yet another noise problem.

Dear Mayor Garcetti, Councilman Bonin and City Attorney Feuer: 

You have become known as the principal architects and advocates of the City’s plan to address the homeless crisis 
through the development of large housing projects, so I wanted each of you to know how shocked I was to read in the Los 
Angeles Times ( http://www.latimes.com/local/lanow/la-me-ln-rising-hhh-costs-20180511-story.html) last week that, at 
current rates of spending, you will deliver fewer than 6,000 of the 10,000 supportive housing units promised to Prop 
HHH voters in 2016 and that those units will cost an average of $475,000 each, excluding the cost of City land (with 
units in two projects costing more than $650,000 each). 

Further, I see that despite your promises to promote “geographic equity” and roll back the disastrous containment policy 
that gave rise to Skid Row, you are moving forward with your plan to concentrate a disproportionate share of these 
housing projects in a handful of communities - like Venice and Lincoln Heights - that lack political power, while 
protecting your wealthy backers in uber-affluent enclaves like Brentwood and the Pacific Palisades and using your new 
PSH Ordinance to shut down public comment and strip working families of the legal right to challenge oversized 
projects in their communities. 

• How can you possibly believe that giving away half-million dollar homes to a lucky few - representing a small 
fraction of LA’s massive homeless population - is the answer? 


• What does this say to working families fighting the good fight day in and day out to make rent and mortgage 
payments on less desirable roperties - and to the thousands of people in need of shelter who will be left out in the 
cold because they did not draw a winning ticket in the Garcetti-Bonin-Feurer Lottery? 


• And what gives you the right as elected officials to use laws to silence taxpayers and voters who disagree with 
your policies? 

More and more, Prop HHH and the PSH Ordinance are starting to look less like measures to help the homeless and more 
like measures to line the pockets of LA's notorious real estate developers. And in any event, they are becoming 
emblematic of the wastefulness and poor judgment of LA’s leadership. 

Last week, two Venice groups - Fight Back Venice and the Oxford Triangle Association - brought lawsuits challenging 
the PSH Ordinance and seeking to preserve the public's right to weigh in on new projects in their communities. 

They will no doubt be vilified as NIMBY’s by you and others, but they did the right thing in standing up to profligacy and 
high-handedness in City Hall. For the sake of working families and the homeless alike, somebody has got to get this 
runaway train back on track ... even if that means going to court.

Dear Sirs and Madams, 

Our organization, the Venice Stakeholders Association, is firmly opposed to the loss of lanes on 
Venice Blvd. and calls upon your agency to immediately return them to service. 

I and many of my neighbors are highly inconvenienced by the loss of these two lanes and the 
resulting traffic congestion. Nothing was gained as there was already an adequate bike lane on 
each side of the boulevard. And much was lost, including commuter’s valuable time and the 

safety of adjoining residential neighborhoods which now must contend with thousands of pass¬ 
through vehicles each day. 

As a veteran cyclist I would advise you that "protected" or separated bike lanes are not 
appropriate for streets with intersections at every block - they are dangerous due to the lack of 
visibility for drivers. I frequently bike the coastal bike path to Redondo Beach and would invite 
you to view the separated bike lane in Redondo, which has few cross streets bisecting it. This is 
the type of location where such protected lanes make sense. 

Please restore the lanes.

I m at 526 Grand and my house backs onto the alley between Grand and Venice Way. There’s a “hot spot” for transients to hang out / live / party / clean themselves / fight etc behind my 
house, in the car open-air car park of the building behind me. It's been going on for over a year. The one parking space is for unit that is mostly used for AirBnB and the actual residents 
are barely there - that space also has a water spout there. There have been several instances where police have been called due to fights, Drugs, threats etc. A few weekends ago 
(think it was Sun 3/18?) police were called for a big yelling fight in the early morning and then midday someone was yelling “HELP CALL 911H" Repeatedly and officers came and my 
understanding was three people were arrested (possibly a stabbing?). But they still continue to set up beds (hang out there... 

I just took recycling out to the bin and there was a guy there with his pants down washing himself - broad daylight. He aggressively yelled “WHAT ARE YOU LOOKING AT'?" To me just 
because I noticed him... ' 

It would be great if you guys could swing by every once in awhile, as this is ON residential property and there have been a number of times when coming home alone at night and parking 
in garage, I ve felt threatened and scared. 

Any help or additional attention to the area would be greatly appreciated.
